That  in  your  Letter  of  the  5*^''.  you  tell  us  you  should  take  in  what  Chemanaick- 
poUam Cloth  should  be  offered  you  at  a  proportionable  Abatement  &  put  it  to  a 
N".  i  Ordinary  In  that  of  the  IP  .  you  repeat  the  same  adding,  that  it  will  be 
distinguised  from  the  rest  of  the  Cloth  by  the  price  it  stands  at  in  the  Invoice  Por 
want  of  knowing  what  that  price  is,  we  think  it  necessary  to  say,  That  we  suppose 
if  it  be  equal  to  a  higher  number  it  will  be  put  to  it,  that  if  it  wiU  sort  only  to  a 
No.  4:  Ordinary  and  it  be  cheaper  m  its  price  than  that  number  we  can  have  no 
Objection,  but  if  it  be  not  equal  to  that  number  of  Ordinary  in  it's  goodness  and 
invoiced  at  a  higher  price  the  Abatement  will  not  be  proportionable  to  the  quality. 
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"We  observe  what  you  write  of  the  Blue  Cloth,  but  as  that  is  a  commodity  [the] 
consumption  of  which  cannot  be  forced  in  England  we  w[ould  not]  chuse  more  [wou]ld 
"be  sent  thither  than  the  Quantity  inden[ted  for]  unless  you  should  not  be  able  with- 
out the  help  of  a  few  Bales  more  of  that  sort  to  supply  the  Tonnage  you  may  have  to 
provide  for  ;  however,  if  you  are  not  under  such  a  necessity,  we  would  not  have  you 
return  what  Andiapa  &  your  Brokers  may  have  brought  in  above  that  Quantity  but 
receive  &  keep  it  by  you  in  part  of  the  Investment  for  the  present  Tear. 

The  Wager  will  be  with  you  in  few  days  to  fiU  up  for  Europe  &  wiU  want  some- 
what less  than  Six  hundred  Bales  to  eompleat  her  Tonnage,  though  if  She  should 
want  more  &  you  can  supply  her  we  belive  we  shall  give  you  liberty  to  do  it,  of 
which  we  give  you  this  notice  that  you  may  get  what  Bales  you  can  ready.

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

The  Wager  arrived  here  the  10'''.  and  the  King  William  the  11*^.  instant  by 
them  we  received  your  several  favours  of  the  22'\  &  ^S"*.  Dec''.  The  Wagei'  sailed  the 
21"'.  Instant  to  fill  up  at  Fort  S'.  David,  and  we  hope  to  gett  the  King  WiUiam 
loaded  here  by  the  l^'.  of  next  month,  and  send  her  to  joyn  the  Wager. 

The  Scarborough  and  Kent  arrived  at  Vizagapatam  the  15*1^.  Dec'',  and  proceeded 
to  the  Bay  the  19*''.  or  20  and  we  hope  are  arrived  with  you  befoi-e  this  time.  The 
Admiral  Vernon  fell  in  here  the  23^  December,  she  has  most  of  her  salt  Petre  on 
board  and  we  expect  daily  the  arrival  of  the  Princes  Augusta  and  the  Sloops  to 
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compleat  her  loading.  We  have  opened  her  packet  here  to  take  out  the  necessary 
Papers  for  receiving  her  Cargo  from  England,  and  so  soon  as  we  can  get  them  copyed 
we  shall  send  yon  the  Originals  :  the  rest  togather  with  the  private  letters  we  send 
you  by  Cap*.  Wilton  on  the  Mercury. 

We  find  in  the  Admiral  Yernon  manifest  a  box  of  Corral  marked  F  N°.  1  and  a 
box  of  Silver  marked  |-P  for  M".  Henry  Palmer  of  which  we  think  proper  to  advise- 
vou  that  the  persons  to  whom  they  are  consigned  may  give  orders  concerning  them. 

Inclosed  is  Captain  Wilton's  receipt  for  six  seals,  &  an  account  of  their  cost. 

The  Culjeed  Flanels  sold  here  for  upwards  of  Ten  Pagodas  the  peice,  out  of 
which  is  to  be  deducted  nine  «^  cent  if  the  Buyers  take  it  away  in  six  months.     We

have  also  sold  the  Lead  at  14  32  50  ^  Candy  upon  the  same  conditions  but  the- 
copper  being  about  seventy  Tons  we  shall  send  you  by  the  return  of  the  Sloops,  and 
all  the  money  we  can  possibly  spare.  If  there  were  any  blue  Perpetuanas  on  board 
the  Scarborough  &  Kent  consigned  to  us  we  desire  you  will  please  to  send  them  t»- 
us  by  the  first  good  conveyance.

Gentlemen 

We  have  received  your  severals  of  the  li"'.  19"\  &  29*"^.  December. 

We  have  complied  with  your  request  in  recommending  to  our  Ploiible  Masters 
to  make  the  Chief  some  allowance  for  the  Charge  he  is  at  in  intertaining  strangers. 

The  Vizagapatam  carried  you  what  Wares  &  Stores  you  intended  for  except  the- 
Emerald  Green  Middling  Broad  Cloth  the  Blue  Perpetuauoes  &  Yellow  Embossed 
Cloth  of  which  we  had  none  in  store,  neither  can  we  spare  the  Bale  of  Scarlet  Broad 
Cloth  you  write  for  in  your  last. 

We  send  you  by  this  conveyance  an  hundred  Musquets  with  Bayonets  but  this 
vessel  Las  not  a  proper  place  to  take  in  the  Gunpowder  of  which  however  we  design 
to  send  you  no  more  than  what  may  be  sufficient  for  your  own  necessary  occasions 
For  As  to  what  you  say,  That  you  must  be  under  a  necessity  to  answer  the  Demands 
of  the  Nabob  &  Eajah  if  you  expect  to  do  any  business  We  answer  that  as  it  is  in 
some  sort  assisting  them  against  the  Nabob  of  Bengal  it  may  be  a  means  to  put  a 
stop  to  a  more  considerable  Investment  than  that  of  Vizagapatam. 

With  your  Letter  of  the  19*.  we  receiv'd  a  Box  containing  the  private  Letters 
by  the  Scarbrough  &   Kent  &  we  wish  you  had  also  open'd  the  Company's  Packett 
directed  to  Us  &  sent  Us  copy  of  the  whole  or  so  much  thereof  as  you  thought  it  might 
be  more  immediately  necessary  for  Us  to  be  acquainted  with. 
1742—2 
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We  were  not  in  haste  to  make  you  any  further  remittauees  of  money  having 
received  news  that  the  Morattas  were  upon  their  marcli  towards  Your  Parts  but 
having  since  receiv'd  Advice  that  the  Subah  of  Goieondah  has  thought  of  the  proper 
means  to  induce  them  to  return  back  we  shall  take  the  first  good  Opportunity  that 
ofEers  to  supply  you  largely  with  Pagodas  &  Eupees  &  which  we  beleive  will  be  by 
some  of  the  Company's  Sloop  which  we  expect  daily  from  Bengal. 

AYe  have  received  the  hundred  Bales  of  Cloth  by  the  ship  Vizagapatam  that 
which  was  invoiced  though  improperly,  white  was  so  ill  cured  &  fall  of  Conjee,  two 
faults  which  we  have  often,  complam'd  of  &  it  has  been  as  often  promised  that  they 
shoiild  be  amended,  that  we  are  sorry  to  see  them  still  repeated,  the  whole  parcel  was 
very  indifferent  cloth  &  that  which  was  invoiced  Pine  was  so  much  worse  &  dearer 
than  what  we  have  from  Ingeram  &  MaddapoUam  that  we  must  have  no  more  fiue 
cloth  from  Vizagapatam  except  it,  be  better  &  cheaper. 

The  Brown  Cloth  is  not  yet  come  in  from  the  "Washers  so  that  we  cannot  tell 
you  the  Quality  of  that,  but  the  Company  still  complain  that  the  Vizagapatam  Cloth 
does  not  answer  to  the  Invoice  measure  We  observe  all  your  Salampores  are  invoiced 
at  16|  '^  Gorge  N°.  1  and  we  ought  not  to  give  more  for  that  which  is  jKirehased 
with  Madrass  Pagodas,  because  with  the  Batta  of  10  ^  Cent  and  the  charges  of 
Prieght  &c'.  it  comes  out  as  dear  as  the  Cloth  here  ;  but  we  apprehend  your  Invest- 
ment has  been  a  good  deal  cramped  by  reducing  the  Eupees  at  315  for  100  Madrass 
Pagodas,  whereas  the  true  Exchange  according  to  the  present  prica  of  Silver  is 
nearest  360  we  mean  for  100  Madrass  Pagodas  ;  The  merchants  &  Weavers  must  ba 
sensible  of  the  difference  of  the  Exchange  &  will  never  be  satisfied  to  take  iS'S 
Eupees  for  15|-  Pagodas  while  those  Pagodas  will  produce  them  55i^o  Eupees 
which  is  the  difference  of  li  ^  Cent  You  will  observ-e  we  have  flung  out  the  Frac- 
tions in  our  C'aleulations  but  however  they  will  explain  to  yoa  our  meaning  &  pretty 
near  the  state  of  the  case,  We  observe  indeed  in  your  last  books  the  merchants  were 
sometimes  charged  at  315  &  sometimes  at  323,  which  we  suppose  proceeded  from  the 
different  prices  the  Rupees  were  charged  at  from  hence,  but  still  what  was  bought 
for  Eupees  is  in  reality  10  ^  Cent  cheaper  than  what  is  bought  for  Madrass  Pagodas 
and  which  we  take  to  be  one  reason  why  you  have  been  able  to  make  so  little  an 
Investment,  excejot  at  TJpparra,  where  we  observe  you  always  send  Madrass  Pagodas. 
We  beleive  we  have  said  enough  to  you  to  enable  you  to  make  the  proper  Use  of 
these  hints  &  to  encre[asej  the  Investment  to  the  Northward,  where  we  apprehend 
the  cloth  is  bought  all  with  Eupees  :  That  speices  of  money  is  more  cheaper  here 
than  has  been  common  but  however  if  you  compute  them  at  350  for  100  Madrass 
Pagodas  &  debt  your  Merchants  for  them  at  that  rate  it  will  be  pretty  near  a  medium 
price ;  in  our  Invoices  from  hence  we  shall  debt  you  at  the  same  rate  and  you  must 
write  off  the  difference  in  the  same  manner  as  you  do  the  Batta  on  the  Madrass 
Pagodas. 

The  15"".  June  1740  M'' .  Simpson  sent  us  up  an  Estimate  of  what  repairs  were 
necessary  &  the  30  Aug',  following  we  gave  our  consent  that  they  might  be  set 
about  when  we  receive  your  Estimate  of  what  more  is  wanting  to  be  done  you  shall 
have  our  directions  thereupon.

AVe  shall  now  reply  to  such  parts  of  your  letters  lately  received  as  we  had  not 
time  to  take  notice  of  before,  In  that  of  the  S'''.  January  you  refer  Us  to  your  Con- 
sultations of  the  19"^.  &  3P'.  Dee'',  for  the  steps  you  had  taken  to  encourage  a 
greater  number  of  Inhabitants  to  reside  in  your  bounds,  the  Consultation  of  the 
19"".  Deo'',  referrs  to  a  paper  that  was  order'd  to  be  affixed  at  the  Publiek  places  for 
that  purpose  but  we  don't  find  that  paper  copied  after  the  Consultation  &  you  will 
therefore  send  it  Us  in  your  next. 

In  the  method  Your  Investment  is  in  at  present  it  appears  to  us  to  be  of  no  Use 
to  charge  the  cloth  with  Land  Customs  &  D[uties]  it  only  serves  to  enflame  the 
price  &  creates  an  additional  trouble  in  ascertaining  the  cost  &  therefore  may  be 
omitted  in  future. 

The  French  being,  as  we  are  informed,  taken  up  in  enquireing  into  the  large 
ballance  due  from  their  Merchants  &  put  a  stop  for  the  present  to  any  further 
advances  we  hope  it  may  be  a  means  for  your  Merchants  to  get  the  cloth  from  Salem 
&  the  other  parts  about  you  cheaper  &  better,  at  lest  that  they  will  not  lose  so 
favourable  an  opportunity,  when  they  have  no  competitors,   to  get  as  much  Cloth 


Of  late  years  the  Company  have  had  no  Salampores  either  from  this  place  or 
yours  &  yet  it  seems  to  Us  that  the  "Weavers  might  more  easily  make  them  than 
Long  cloth  as  not  containing  half  the  Quantity  of  cloth  in  the  piece.  We  have 
talked  with  our  Merchants  here  about  it  Who  as  they  have  given  Us  no  very  good 
reason  Why  they  have  left  off  to  provide  them  we  have  pressed  them  again  to  try  to 
get  them  in  the  Country  and  we  wish  you  could  also  prevail  upon  yours  to  try  what 
they  can  do  your  way. 

The  Company's  Indent  as  for  three  thousand  Pieces  of  Blue  Cloth,  we  know  not 
exactly  what  Quantity  you  have  upon  hand  but  you  most  agree  for  so  much  as  will 
mako  up  three  thousand  pieces  in  the  whole  for  this  year's  Investment.  You  must 
also  agree  for  five  thousand  pieces  of  Soot  Romalls  of  a  bright  colour  &  four  hundred 
Pieces  of  Bed  &  White  to  be  made  according  to  the  samples  sent  two  years  since. 

With  regard  to  the  Sloop  Carolina  we  must  leave  it  to  you  Whether  to  keep 
her  where  she  lyes  at  present  or  to  haul  her  on  shore  as  you  think  will  be  best  & 
safest,  not  doubting  also  but  you  wiU  give  such  other  directions  that  she  may  receive 
as  little  damage  as  possible. 

We  don't  find  m  the  list  of  your  packet  to  England  by  the  Wager  that  you 
have  complied  with  the  16*'\  Regulation  relating  to  the  military  in  sending  home 
a  separate  List  of  the  Europeans  specifying  the  times  of  their  arrival  or  entering 
into  the  service  and  when  discharged,  died  or  deserted,  which  of  them  have  relisted 
■  &  the  time  when  :  This  ought  not  to  have  been  omitted  and  must  not  be  forgot  in 
future. 

In  your  Letter  of  the  S*-**.  Decern'',  you  advised  Us  that  the  paymaster  &  Secre- 
tary had  paid  in  Pag'.  58  22  68  being  the  produce  of  the  Effects  of  M'".  Borlace 
Staeey  deceased  &  that  the  demands  thereon  amounted  to  Pag^  33.  24:.[...]  appearing 
to  be  just  you  were  orde[red  to  dis  ]charge  the  bal[lance]  remaining  would  have  been 
Pag".

Dec^  having  the 
ll*"^.  in  15  Degrees  North  parted  with  the  Scarborough  &  Kent,  those  Ships  reached 
Yizagapatam  the  15'^.  Dec",  and  proceeded  to  the  Bay  the  19*i».  where  they  arrived 
the  S**".  Jan'y.  and  the  Gentlemen  there  hoped  to  dispatch  them  both  for  England  by 
the  15*'^.  !Febi"y.  The  BedEord,  Prince  of  Orange  and  Beaufort  were  dispatched  the 
IV-^.  Dee'',  and  the  Nassau  the  1%^^.  January.  The  Wager  and  King  William  sailed 
from  hence  the  %^^.  Peb^'y. 

The  Gentlemen  in  Bengal  imagining  [one^  of  the  Latter  Ships  might  fall  in 
here  write  us  they  would  send  us  by  the  Princess  Augusta  and  the  Sloops  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  Salt  Petre  and  Bales  to  load  one  Ship,  upon  this  advice  we  took  the 
Admiral  Vernon  under  our  Orders,  unloaded  her  Europe  Cargo,  and  She  had  All  her 
Salt  Petre  on  board  by  the  last  of  Jan''y.

Our  HoSble  Masters  own  Ship  the  George  being  now  very  old  &  often  com- 
plaining we  have  judged  it  better  to  sell  her  than  keeper  \_sic]  any  longer  in  the 
company's  service  We  now  send  her  to  Vizagapatam  to  land  some  Treasure  there 
with  orders  to  the  Chief  &  Council  to  put  on  board  her  what  Madrass  Eupees  they 
have  there  &  consign  her  to  you  and  upon  her  Arrival  you  will  please  to  dispose  of 
her  for  the  most  She  will  fetch. 

In  the  room  of  the  George  we  have  bought  a  new  Ship  and  eaU  her  the  Sumatra 
&  now  consign  her  to  Your  Hon"",  ko".  having  laden  on  her  treasure  &  Goods  on  our 
Honble  Masters  Account  amounting  to  Pagf.  62112.  22.  5.  as  %3'  Invoice  &  Bill  of 
Lading  inclosed. 

We  have  given  your  Presidency  credit  for  the  amount  of  the  Admiral  Yernon's

100  Pag'.  Current  Rap".  550750.  9.  6.  There  are  some  deficiencies  in  the  Turn  out 
here  particularly  a  large  one  in  the  Copper  for  all  which  we  shall  debt  Aceount 
Current  London. 

You  wiU  please  to  give  Us  credit  for  the  Amount  of  the  several  Invoices  of  what 
was  consigned  to  us  by  the  Scarborough  &  Kent  as  we  suppose  we  are  debted  for  it 
at  home.     You  will  also  debt  us  for  such  part  of  the  Goods  as  you  send  us  hither. 

We  have  kept  the  Broad  Cloth  that  came  by  the  Admiral  Vernon  and  shall 
dispose  of  it  as  Usual  to  our  merchants.  The  Perpetuaaoes  being  entirely  out  of 
demand  here  we  have  laden  on  the  Sumatra  those  receiv'd  by  the  Admiral  Vernon 
except  some  bales  that  were  damag'd  for  the  same  reason  we  have  taken  the  Liberty 
to  send  you  some  more  that  we  had  lying  in  the  Warehouse  &  we  hope  they  will  not 
be  unacceptable  to  you.  The  copper  which  we  send  by  the  Sumatra  has  been 
weigh'd  off  to  her  on  an  even  Beam  in  the  same  manner  as  we  receiv'd  it. 

We  shall  by  some  after  conveyance  send  you  a  copy  of  the  Admiral  Vernon's 
Invoice  &  the  other  papers  which  we  took  out  of  her  Packet  here,  and  present  we 
only  send  you  Copy  of  so  much  of  her  manifest  of  Private  Trade  as  is  material  & 
a  List  of  such  part  thereof  as  is  laden  on  the  Sumatra  &  Captain  Taylor's  receipt  for 
the  same. 
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"With  your  favour  of  the  21''*.  January  we  reeeiv'd  our  Hofible  Masters  Letter 
of  the  24"".  April  with  copies  of  the  manifests  of  Coral  Silver  &  private  Trade  for 
this  place  on  the  Scarborough  &  Kent  &  suppose  the  persons  to  whom  they  are 
consigned  will  give  the  necessary  orders  about  them. 

Pegue  Ships  never  come  intirely  eompleat  from  thence  &  by  the  report  which 
was  given  TJs  of  the  Sumatra  there  are  some  things  which  will  be  wanting  to  be  done 
to  her.  Upon  her  Arrival  with  you  we  desire  you  will  please  to  have  her  serveyed 
and  to  order  therin  as  you  think  necessary.  We  Propose  that  she  should  be  dis- 
patched to  Us  again  from  the  Bay  the  beginning  of  August  but  we  shall  advise  you 
by  some  after  conveyance  whether  we  shall  be  most  in  want  of  Salt  Petre  or  Rice. 

Upon  some  reports  we  have  here  that  a  Pretty  large  Body  of  Morattas  were 
taking  their  rout  to  the  Northward  to  assist  Musseed  Cooly  Cawn  to  retake  Cuttaek 
we  are  in  doubt  if  it  should  prove  true  whether  the  Grentlemen  at  Vizagapatam  may

February  two  of 
the  22"^.  &  one  of  the  1^*.  March.  What  we  wrote  you  thelO*.  February  relating  to 
the  French  having  put  a  stop  to  any  further  advances  to  their  Merchants  proceeded 
as  we  were  informed,  from  an  opinion  they  had  and  which  perhaps  will  amount  to 
a  certainty  That  their  Merchants  would  not  be  able  to  make  good  the  Ballances  due 
from  them  and  if  that  be  the  case  "Whatever  your  suppositions  are,  pressing  them  to 
bring  in  as  much  cloth  as  possible  without  further  advances  will  on  our  opinion  have 
very  little  Effect  upon  the  Investment  making  by  your  Merchants. 

T'is  far  from  being  a  good  reason  that  wbieh  you  give  why  you  did  not  send 
home  the  List  of  Europeans  in  your  Garrison  agreable  to  the  Company's  IB"". 
Eegulation  relating  to  the  Military  &  we  think  you  would  not  have  told  us  It  was 
because  you  had  no  directions  about  it  from  us  if  you  had  recollected  what  had  passed 
before  upon  this  affair  &  particularly  what  you  say  upon  your  Consultations  of  the  9"". 
Nov'',  last  "Wherein  it  is  ordered  that  the  part  of  our  Consultation  of  the  1^'.  June 
last  should  be  entered  after  yours  for  your  Guidance  and  that  you  would  conform  to 
every  step  therein  taken.

We  have  reed  your  Letter  of  the  23'^.  October  1740  by  the  Bedford  to  Bengal 
and  25*''.  July  by  the  Princess  Augusta  which  arrived  here  the  %1^K  August,  to 
which  we  shall  now  give  answer  referring  you  to  our  comittees  report  for  what  has 
fallen  under  their  observations  on  the  advices  reed  from  you  by  those  conveyances 
and  which  we  do  not  therefore  recapitulate  here,  as  we  now  forward  copy  of  the 
same  for  your  perusal  &  directions  in  the  matter  therein  mention'd. 

The  Gentlemen  in  Bengal  having  taken  into  consideration  what  you  had  wrote 
in  relation  to  the  Hardwicke,  determined  to  dispatch  her  to  this  port,  to  fill  up  for 
Europe  and  not  to  send  her  to  your  Coast,  the  Bedford  had  a  very  long  passage  and 
did  not  arrive  in  Bengali  till  the  latter  end  of  April  1741. 

When  we  sent  the  Princess  Augusta  to  you  it  was  intended  the  George  should 
follow  her  in  January  but  the  Morattas  about  that  time  giving  repeated  alarms  to 
Port  8*.  David  and  the  Deputy  Governour  &  Council  there  being  very  impatient 
to  have  a  Ship  in  the  Road  and  wanting  a  Supply  of  Stores  we  sent  the  George  on 
those  purposes  the  T^.  of  Pebruary  from  whence  she  did  not  return  till  the  10"».  May 
when  recollecting  several  instances  of  several  tedious  passages  made  by  that  Ship 
-when  dispatched  to  your  Coast  at  that  Season  we  agreed  to  defer  sending  her  to  yoa 
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till  the  end  of  September  and  in  the  meantime  to  send  her  to  Vizagapatam  with 
supplys  for  the  Northern  Settlements  &  to  give  a  passage  to  M  .  Stratton  appointed 
chief  there  from  whence  she  was  to  bring  up  the  cloth  that  might  be  ready  by  the 
middle  of  August  the  last  of  that  month  came  in  the  Princess  Augusta  the  Cap<^. 
representing  her  to  have  suffered  much  damage  from  the  lightning  on  the  West 
Coast  upon  a  survey  we  ordered  of  her  she  was  reported  to  want  so  much  repair  that 
we  were  obliged  to  send  her  to  the  Bay  whether  she  proceeded  the  11  September, 
"We  were  then  in  dady  expectation  of  the  return  of  the  George  and  it  was  not  till 
the  20*'^.  October  that  we  reed  advice  of  her  being  at  MaddapoUam,  having  sprung 
a  leak  which  occasioned  her  to  lye  the  Monsoon  there  and  from  whence  she  returned 
the  9**^.  January  last  when  Cap*.  Taylor  acquainted  us  that  he  judged  she  was  not  in 
a  condition  to  proceed  on  so  long  a  Yoyage  without  great  hazard  on  which  we  deter- 
mined to  send  her  to  Bengali  to  be  disposed  of  expecting  by  our  advices  from  the 
Bay,  the  hourly  arrival  of  the  Princess  Augusta  from  thenco,  we  then  did  not 
apprehend  the  Georges  incapacity  to  be  a  matter  of  any  consequence,  but  here  also 
we  met  a  further  dissapointment  for  the  Gentlemen  in  Bengali  having  on  the  arrival 
of  the  Kent  &  Scarborough  alter'd  their  intentions  concerning  her,  remanded  her 
back  though  dispatched  for  this  place  and  she  did  not  arrive  here  till  the  IS*''.  March 
and  as  there  is  often  blowing  Weather  at  that  season,  we  agreed  not  to  begin  to  load 
her  tni  after  the  full  moon  in  April  was  over. 

The  Circumstances  of  the  Dutch  Settlements  on  the  Coast  of  Java  now  not 
admitting  the  supplying  your  place  as  usual  and  the  George  (as  we  have  before  said) 
being  not  in  a  condition  to  be  of  service  any  longer  we  have  bought  a  Ship  of  the 
same  burthen  as  the  Princess  Augusta,  judging  the  service  of  your  Coast  would  now 
require  two  Ships  &  to  prevent  the  dissapointments  that  have  happen'd  of  late, 
being  a  new  Ship  we  have  sent  her  to  Bengali  to  be  compleated  and  we  purpose  to 
dispatch  her  to  you  ia  September. 

Observing  that  M"^.  Sterling  could  not  procure  Arrack  at  Batavia,  we  have  now 
sent  you  some  by  this  Ship  and  have  desired  the  President  &  Council  in  Bengali  to 
provide  twenty  Leaguers  for  your  Settlement  which  will  come  to  you  either  on  the 
Sumatra  or  the  Ship  that  may  be  ordered  from  Bengali  to  your  Coast. 

Such  part  of  your  Indent  for  Wares  and  Stores  as  was  procurable  in  Bengali 
&  the  product  of  that  Country  we  [have  sent]  a  List  of  thither  and  the  Gentlemen 
inform  us  was  put  aboard  the  London,  we  now  send  the  remainder  of  your  Indents 
by  this  Ship,  and  by  the  Sumatra  you  may  expect  a  further  supply  of  Salt,  500  Bags 
of  Pine  Rice  &  some  more  white  Long  Cloth  &  what  other  necessaries  we  can  judge 
you  may  be  in  want  of. 

Padre  Uggueeioni  now  returns  to  his  Mission,  he  has  not  as  yet  rge'd  any 
answer  from  Goa  concerning  the  Workmen  but  if  after  this  departure  we  can  get 
any  account  from  thence  that  may  give  encouragement  to  expect  them,  we  shall  do 
all  in  our  power  to  send  them  as  we  are  very  sensible  of  your  great  want  of  such, 
people,  and  the  service  they  might  be  in  your  Buildings  &  Portifi cations. 

We  desired  the  Gentlemen  in  Bengali  to  send  you  if  possible  twenty  Europeans 
by  the  London  but  they  write  us  they  had  none  to  spare  &  we  wish  it  was  in  our 
power  to  send  you  any  from  hence,  both  this  Garrison  &  Port  S'.  David  require 
a  greater  number  then  we  have  at  present,  so  that  we  can  only  supply  you  now  with 
twelve  Topasses  who  are  paid  for  this  Month  &  June  &  who  we  have  promised  may 
return  after  the  expiration  of  three  Years,  and  we  would  have  you  give  leave  to 
such  who  are  now  with  you  &  have  served  that  time  to  come  back,  This  if  always 
performed  may  be  a  means  to  encourage  them  to  go   over  with  less  reluctance. 

We  would  have  you  return  this  Ship  to  us  with  all  possible  dispatch,  but 
if  she  should  meet  with  a  long  passage  and  cannot  get  the  length  of  Zeloan  by  the 
10*^.  of  September  let  the  Commander  have  directions  to  make  the  best  of  his  way 
for  Bengali. 

In  September  last  we  bought  a  small  Sloop  for  the  use  of  your  Coast  designing 
to  have  sent  her  over  at  that  time  and  her  bottom  was  ordered  to  be  breamd  and  the 
Sloop  fitted  for  that  purpose  in  doing   of  which  she  accidentally  took  fire  and  her 
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Hull  was  thereby  so  much  damaged  as  to  be  unfit  for  any  service  the  two  large 
Boats  that  we  desired  the  Gentlemen  at  Bombay  to  build  are  arrived  one  of  which 
we  now  send  you  named  the  Sloop  Louisa  we  have  been  obliged  to  alter  her  Mfasts 
an]d  sails  as  we  shall  do  the  other  who  wiU  be  recommended  to  [Cap*.  T']aylors 
care,  when  we  shall  send  you  the  particulars  of  their  cost. 

By  the  Prince  Williams  the  Gentlemen  in  Bengali  sent  us  the  Pacquet  from 
England  for  your  place  by  the  Hardwicke,  a  Letter  by  her  to  the  Deputy  Governour 
&  second  from  the  Secret  Committee  &  one  to  you  from  themselves  all  which  comes 
by  this  conveyance  the  first  having  been  opened  here  to  see  by  the  Inv".  whether  the 
Gentlemen  in  the  Bay  had  given  us  a  just  Credit  for  the  five  Chests  of  Silver 
intended  you  on  the  Hardwicke,  by  her  we  received  another  Pacquet  which  be- 
leiving  to  be  a  duplicate  of  the  former  from  th-Q  President  &  Council  of  Fort  William 
to  you  we  do  not  send  now. 

The  Tygris  Capt.  Petre  arrived  here  the  5*'^.  Ins*.. from  London  which  she  left  in 
August  she  parted  Company  with  the  Neptune  Cap*.  Dabbadie  bound  to  your  Port 
the  29'ii.  Jan'"y.  on  this  side  the  Cape  and  the  23'^.  of  March  she  spoke  with  the 
Eoyal  George  Cap*.  Field  from  your  Coast  in  the  Latitude  of  12  30,  Captain  Cobham 
in  the  Edgebaston  he  left  at  the  Cape. 

As  a  War  may  soon  break  out  with  France  we  recommend  to  you  to  put  your 
Garrison  &  Fortifications  in  a  good  posture  of  defence  &  to  keep  a  good  look  out  to 
prevent  any  surprize. 

Inclosed  is  a  Manifest  of  private  Trade  licensed  to  be  laden  on  this  Ship  with 
Invoice  &  BiUs  of  Lading  for  what  we  now  send  you  on  her.

The  inclosed  affidavits  will  inform  you  in  part  of  the  strange  conduct  &  behavi- 
our of  Elias  Manoel  Grraces  late  Cap*,  of  the  Nossa  Sen^^,.  De  Eozario  and  if  we  had 
proceeded  against  him  according  to  the  [Eigour  of  the  law]  the  consequences  must 
have  been  fatal  to  him.  As  to  the  Pact  being  perpetrated  by  his  Order  he  confessed 
it  before  us,  but  with  this  difference  That  whereas  Theodosio  Martins  in  his  Affidavit 
declares  his  Ears  were  cut  in  this  Town,  Captain  Elias  Manoel  Graces  says  it  was 
done  at  or  near  S'.  Thome  but  however  that  be  we  have  power  from  our  King  to  take 
cognizance  not  only  of  all  crimes  comitted  within  our  Town  but  also  of  all  others 
within  Ten  Miles  of  the  same,  which  any  of  our  Inhabitants  or  others  who  are  under 
our  protection  may  be  guilty  of,  besides,  if  it  be  considered  that  We  are  settled  in  the 
Dominions  of  another  Prince,  if  any  person  who  inhabits  with  ns  should  steal  out 
from  hence  and  commit  such  barbarous  outrages  in  the  country,  the  Government 
there  would  have  very  just  reason  either  to  demand  the  criminal  to  be  delivered  up- 
to  them  or  that  we  should  ourselves  inflict  some  exemplary  and  condign  punishment 
upon  him.  We  leave  you  Sir  to  judge  of  the  nature  of  the  Eact  and  the  consequences 
which  might  have  attended  it.  For  ourselves  We  have  been  contented  to  keep  him 
under  confinement  till  he  could  take  his  passage  for  Macao  which  he  now  does  by 
this  Ship.  S<=**.  Catharina  where  if  he  is  not  ashamed  to  show  his  head  after  having 
committed  so  cruel  &  barbarous  an  Act  you  will  have  an  opportunity  of  making  him 
sensible  of  such  further  resentment  as  you  think  proper.

We  wrote  you  the  ll*'^.  May  by  the  Brigantine  IsTeptune  duplicate  of  which 
followed  by  the  Sloop  Bombay  with  a  [small]  addition  under  the  14*'^.  This  waits 
on  you  by  our  [Honble  Masters  ship]  the  Tygris  Cap'.  John  Petre  she  is  to  call  at 
Vizagapatam  to  put  some  money  ashore  there  &  then  proceed  to  the  Bay. 

Inclosed  you  have  Invoice  &  Bill  of  Lading  for  the  Treasure  Eedwood  &  Broad 
cloth  laden  on  her  &  consigned  to  your  Hon"".  &c'.  the  Broad  cloth  the  company 
write  Us  was  seized  on  board  their  Ship  Queen  Carolina  in  the  Downs  &  had  been 
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condemned  in  a  legal  manner  and  add  that  they  must  be  put  up  at  sale  at  Outcry 
separate  from  any  other  Groods  we  mention  this  for  your  notice,  As  this  cloth  [isj 
Aurora  &  observing  by  the  accounts  transmitted  Us  that  sort  sells  mueli  better  in 
the  Bay  than  it  would  here  is  the  reason  we  consign  it  to  your  Hon"^.  &c*. 

As  we  cannot  be  certain  whether  our  hohble  Masters  have  mentioned  to  you  the 
satisfaction  which  they  received  at  the  early  arrivall  of  the  Wilmington  &  Colchester 
in  England  we  have  thought  proper  to  send  you  inclosed  part  of  the  7*^  para,  of  their 
Letter  to  us  dated  the  29*.  July  last  by  the  Tygris  which  leads  us  to  propose  to  you 
that  that  ship  if  you  have  no  objections  thereto  may  be  returned  to  us  in  August 
with  so  much  of  her  Europe  Cargo  oa  board  as  to  leave  room  only  for  two  hundred 
Bales  to  be  taken  in  here,  which  indeed  is  so  small  a  number  but  however  'tis  the 
most  we  can  engage  for  after  compleating  the  Loading  for  the  Admiral  Yernon  that 
we  confess  it  would  not  be  worth  calling  for  if  it  were  not  that  it  furnishes  Your 
Hon''.  &e'.  with  a  pretence  to  dispatch  her  hither  in  August  &  us  with  an  opportunity 
to  dispatch  her  for  England  in  September  &  perhaps  in  Company  with  the  Admiral 
Vernon. 

We  advised  in  our  Letter  of  the  li*"".  May  by  the  Bombay  Sloop  the  reason  why 
we  sent  for  the  Military  ashore  here  out  of  that  Vessel,  but  having  since  enquired 
more  particularly  into  that  affair  we  do  not  find  the  Men  were  so  much  in  fault  as 
the  Master  pretended,  six  of  them  whose  names  are  specified  in  a  List  apart  have 
desired  to  stay  here  which  we  have  consented  to  as  it  might  be  saving  of  the  charge 
to  the  Company  of  sending  them,  to  you  :  The  rest  as  ^  List  inclosed  come  now  on 
the  Tygris  with  an  Account  of  one  months  pay  which  they  have  received  here  &  the 
provisions  laden  on  board  for  them  in  which  is  distinguished  what  part  was  received 
out  of  the  Bombay  Sloop  &  what  part  has  been  paid  for  here  the  amouat  of  which  & 
their  pay  we  shall  charge  to  your  Presidency.

March  since  which 
we  have  not  heard  from  you  which  very  much  surprizes  us  and  would  give  us  great 
uneasiness  if  we  were  not  assured  by  the  Black  Merchants,  who  have  late  advices 
from  Bimlepatam  that  you  were  in  quiet  &  the  country  about  you  in  peace. 

The   George   sailed   from   hence   with    a  supply    of  money   for  your    place  the 

llth.  March  &  the  Vizagapatam  with  men  &  Stores  the  %^.  April.     By  the  remittances 

you  have  made  to   Maddapollam  &    Ingeram  we  know   the   George  must   have  been 

with  you  &  delivered  the  Treasure  we   sent  by  her,  otherwise  it  is  very  strange  we

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received  no  advice  of  it  from  you  ;  you  ought  not  to  omit  writing  to  us  constantly 
once  a  month  to  inclose  your  Accounts  &  to  advise  the  State  of  your  Investment, 
this  must  not  be  omitted  in  future. 

By  this  Ship  Tygriss  we  send  you  two  Boxes  containing  twenty  one  thousand 
three  hundred  &  ten  Madrass  Pagodas  as  ^  Invoice  &  BiU  of  Lading  inclosed

bring  in  two  hundred  Bales  by  the  middle  of  August  &  we  hope  we  shall  receive 
them  here  by  the  Essex  Brigantine  the  beginning  of  Sept".

Our  last  to  you  (duplicate  of  which  is  inclosed)  was  dated  the  10'^.  May  the 
next  day  we  received  by  one  of  the  two  [Boats]  your  favour  of  the  11*''.  April  & 
two  days  ago  that  of  [the]  2%K  April. 

The  two  Boats  will  make  pretty  Sloops  in  which  manner  we  are  obliged  to  rigg 
them  as  the  [  .  .  .  ]  or  work  as  they  were  rigged  when  [the  .  .  .  ]  we 
sent  to  the  West  Coast  along  with  the  Princess  Augusta  &  the  other  we  shaU  have 
an  opportunity  to  send  in  September.  We  beleive  they  will  both  be  of  use  there 
though  otherwise  they  are  not  built  agreable  to  our  request  in  our  letter  of  the 
2"^.  October  last  being  designed  to  go  over  the  Bars  of  [the  Rivers]  upon  that  Coast 
whereas  these  draw  to  much  Water  [for  that  purpose]  We  are  obliged  to  you  for 
the  Rules  necessary  to  [  .  .  .  ]  them  but  we  doubt  there  will  be  a  difficulty 
[^     .     .     .     ]  with   the   two   last   except  we   could   get  Surat  or  Bbay  Carpenters 
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[to  reside  on]  the  West  Coast.  As  the  Lascars  had  received  four  Months  pay  we 
proposed  to  them  to  continue  on  board  the  Vessels  to  the  "West  Coast  as  little  more 
than  one  Month  of  that  time  was  expired  when  they  arrived  here,  but  they  replied 
that  the  remainder  of  their  pay  was  to  bear  their  charges  back  &  as  we  interpreted 
the  close  of  your  paragraph  relating  to  those  Boats  to  have  some  agreement  with 
what  the  Lascars  told  us  we  permitted  them  to  come  ashore  but  they  have  been  since 
troublesome  to  Us  for  a  further  allowance  [which  we  have  not]  thought  fitt  to  comply 
with  partly  because  it  did  not  agree  with  what  they  told  us  before  &  partly  because 
you  [have]  not  advised  us  that  we  were  to  pay  them  anything  here. 

As  your  Hon"^.  &c*.  desire  us  to  inform  you  in  what  manner  Lieutenant  Lane 
was  employed  here  and  [whether  we]  thirik:  he  is  entitled  to  the  further  sum  he 
claims  we  are  to  acquaint  you  that  when  the  Royal  Gruardian  arrived  here  we 
[Ordered]  the  Men  who  came  upon  her  to  one  of  our  Out  [Choul]teries  at  the  [far] 
end  of  our  Suburbs  &  put  them  entirely  under  Captain  Lanes  [care]  tiU  [the] 
Morattas  entered  this  Province  &  then  we  thought  proper  to  orde[r  them]  into 
Town  [  .  .  .  ]  duty  which  continued  for  [one]  Month  &  Cap^.  Lane  &  his  Men 
kept  Guard  at  the  place  which  [was]  assigned  them  &  where  they  must  have 
continued  longer  if  it  had  [been]  necessary,  upon  the  whole  as  his  coming  to  this 
place  was  no[t  on]  choice  &  be  was  allways  willing  &  ready  upon  call  to  do  duty 
here  [we]  submit  it  to  your  Hon''.  &c*^.  whether  it  may  not  be  reasonable  to  [draw] 
his  whole  pay  for  as  to  the  Ten  Pagodas  a  month  paid  him  Lwhich  we]  observe  he 
calls  thirty  Rupees)  it  was  advanced  him  as  diet  money  to  be  deducted  out  of  what 
pay  you  might  think  him  entitled  to. 

We  received  the  several  Spacies  of  Silver  Coin  mention'd  in  your  Letter  of  the 
11^''.  April  except  the  five  Twenty  Shahee  peices  which  were  not  inclosed  with  the 
rest  the  other  Species  have  been  assayed  here  k,  inclosed  you  [have  an]  account 
of  the  produce  of  an  hundred  100  ounces  of  [  .  .  .  ]  of  the  same  Quantity  of 
all  other  sorts  of  silver  coins  in  our  Mint  [whether]  coined  for  the  Company  or  for 
private  people. 

We  come  now  to  your  favour  of  the  26*^.  April  wherein  you  are  pleased  to 
desire  we  would  issue  a  prohibition  against  Ships  calling  at  any  ports  near  Anjengo 
in  answer  to  which  we  are  to  remind  your  Hon  .  &c'.  That  a  complaint  of  this  sort 
was  transmitted  us  from  your  side  in  the  year  3735  and  we  take  leave  to  referr  you 
to  our  Letter  of  the  11"^.  June  1735  to  the  President  &  Council  of  Bombay  &  our 
Letter  of  the  12^^^.  of  the  same  month  to  the  Chief  &  Council  of  Anjengo  for  our 
answer  thereto  and  having  transmitted  the  same  to  our  Hon'ble  Masters  the  9th. 
February  1736  they  were  pleased  to  write  us  as  follows.  "  In  answer  to  the  [50]tii. 
"[paragraph]  of  the  SOt^i.  September  relating  to  Cap*.  Gale's  purchasing  pepper  on 
"  the  Malabar  Coast  we  gave  the  proper  directions  to  Bombay  on  that  subject  by  the 
"  Wyndham  &  Lynn  acquainting  our  President  &  Council  that  if  we  are  paid  our 
"  Customs  &  duties  we  cannot  in  justice  hinder  persons  trading  under  our  protection 
"  &  Licence  purchasing  Pepper  where  they  can  get  it  cheapest,  except  at  our  own 
"  Settlements."  Having  premised  thus  much  we  doubt  whether  it  is  in  our  power 
to  Issue  out  any  other  prohibition  then  against  the  eai'rying  any  Salt  Petre  ammuni- 
tion or  Warlike  Stores  for  sale  on  your  Coast  &  in  that  we  think  we  are  warranted 
by  what  our  Honble  Masters  wrote  us  last  year. 

We  are  advised  from  Pondicherry  That  a  Brigantine  was  arrived  there  from 
the  Islands  where  she  left  a  French  Ship  called  the  Neptune  that  sailed  from  Prance 
the  bergiii]iiing  of  January :  The  News  which  the  Prench  [  •  •  •  ]  That 
a  Peace  between  England  &  Spain  was  looked  upon  as  good  as  concluded  &  that 
there  was  no  doubt  the  Elector  of  Bavaria  would  be  chosen  Emperor  upon  the  whole 
there  was  no  Apprehension  that  there  would  be  any  War  between  Prance  &  the 
Maritime  powers  &  therefore  Mons"".  Labourdinier  had  received  orders  to  disarm  his 
squadron  &  to  send  his  ships  into  India  to  be  loaded  home,  if  this  last  be  [true]  &  we 
believe  it  is  we  may  guess  at  the  design  in  sending  this  quadron  out,  we  impatiently 
expect  the  arrival  of  one  of  our  own  ships  &  shall  not  fail  to  advise  you  as  soon  as 
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possible  what  news  we  have  by  her,  The.oooasionof  this  dispatch  is  to  forward  the 
aeeompanying  packet  from  Anjengo  which  the  Gentlemen  there  desire  we  would  send, 
you  without  Loss  of  time.

Hon'ble  Sir  &  Sirs 

Few  days  since  we  received  from  Pulliacat  the  Letter  you  did  us  the  Honour  to 
write  us  dated  the  24"'.  Inst':  N.S.  wherein  you  are  pleased  to  referr  Us  to  an  Agree- 
ment made  m  the  year  1696  between  the  two  nations  also  to  a  Letter  wrote  by  the 
honble  Governour  Mossel  to  our  President  dated  the  8*.  September  last  year  who 
has  laid  the  same  before  IJs  together  with  another  Letter  dated  the  Q"*.  November 
the  same  year. 

As  to  the  Agreement  said  to  be  made  in  the  year  1696  we  have  looked  over  our 
Eecords  of  that  time  and  find  that  the  last  of  March  1696  the  then  Governour  & 
Council  of  Negapatam  proposed  to  the  Governour  &  Council  of  this  place  That  every 
person  that  should  desert  from  the  service  of  either  nation  should  be  directly  back  to  the 
Nation  from  whom  he  deserted  without  any  condition  of  pardon  except  such  Person 
was  the  natural  born  subject  of  the  Nation  to  whom  he  deserted.  We  have  not  the 
Original  of  this  letter  by  Us  &  the  Translator  does  not  seem  well  to  have  understood 
the  [English]  Language ;  but  what  we  have  recited  is  we  beleive  [pretty  near]  the 
sense  of  what  was  intended  by  the  Original :  The  30"".  March  O.S.  we  find  Presi- 
dent Higginson  &  the  Council  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  that  Letter  but  as  to  the 
purport  They  say  it  was  a  matter  that  required  good  consideration  &  therefore 
desired  to  be  excused  from  making  any  further  reply  at  that  time,  We  cannot  say 
whether  the  matter  rested  there  but  we  do  not  find  upon  our  records  that  any  further 
reply  was  made  from  hence. 

As  to  the  six  men  which  last  year  ran  away  to  Pulliacat  with  a  Boat  from  one 
of  our  Company's  Sliips  our  President  at  the  same  time  that  he  demanded  them 
promised  the  Governour  there  that  the  said  six  Men  should  no  ways  be  punished 

[for ]  desertion  and  this  promise  was  made  without  being  asked  and  to  save  time 

as  expecting  that  accord^:  to  custom  a  pardon  would  be  insisted  on.  We  know  your 
Hon'.  &c*.  are  [.  .  .]  in  [.  .  .]ishing  all  your  Settlements  with  proper  Eules  for 
their  direction  That  if  any  Custom  had  been  established  for  the  delivering  up  deserters 
imediately  and  without  any  condition  we  apprehend  the  Chief  &  Council  of  PuUiaeat 
would  not  have  been  in  doubt  how  to  proceed  with  regard  to  the  six  Men  above- 
mentioned.  They  thought  themselves  obliged  to  wait  the  Orders  of  the  honble 
GoV:  Mossel  and  it  was  not  till  after  they  had  received  them  that  they  delivered  the 
six  Men  up  and  then  under  the  sanction  of  the  pardon  that  was  promised  at  least  we 
^ad  no  notice  to  the  contrary.

We  have  reed  yours  of  the  2'*.  Instant  &  observe  what  you  &  your  Merchants 
say  relating  to  the  Investment,  and  particularly  the  advancing  of  the  prizes  aee  which 
having  considered  with  attention  as  well  as  what  we  have  reed  from  our  Hon'ble 
Masters  on  the  same  Subject  this  Year,  We  shall  give  you  some  remarks  together  with 
ou.r  sentiments  on  the  whole. 

As  to  the  large  contracts  made  by  the  French  it  is  what  they  do  every  year,  and 
is  no  new  thing  if  it  was  only  this  Year  we  should  imagine  it  was  done  with  a  view 
to  gain  a  credit  in  order  to  borrow  money  of  which  they  are  certainly  in  great  want 
and  without  that  tliey  would  not  be  able  to  purchase  any  considerable  quantitv  of 
cloth  though  it  was  much  cheaper.  We  have  it  from  good  hands  that  their 
Merchants  have  not  for  these  four  Months  past  brought  in  above  the  value  of  6000 
pagodas,  and  the  most  they  could  be  brought  to  promise  towards  the  dispatch  of  the 
October  Ship  including  what  they  have  already  brought  in  is  but  from  three  to  four 
hundred  Bales.  Their  Merchants  complain  also  of  the  dearness  and  scarceness  of 
Cotton  &  Cotton  Yarn  which  indeed  is  universal  all  along  the  Coast,  and  that  the 
English  Gomastas  rise  the  prices  upon  them  but  however  this  struggle  may  be  carried 
too  far.  The  Company  tell  us  that  having  most  sensibly  felt  the  bad  Effect  of  the 
troubles  in  Germany  by  the  Goods  having  sold  at  exceeding  low  prizes  together  with 
the  very  high  freights  they  are  obliged  to  pay  the  Owners  this  War  time  they  have 
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been  induced  to  lessen  their  Tonnage  this  Year  for  the  Coast  &  Bay.  This  is  a  plain 
intimation  that  they  do  not  expect  us  to  advance  the  prizes  of  the  cloth  in  order  to 
increase  the  Quantity  &  indeed  in  the  next  Paragraph  they  tuU  us,  That  as  the 
Trench  send  only  three  Ships  to  the  Coast  &  Bay,  &  the  Sweeds  none  the  demand  of 
Goods  will  be  considerably  lessened  &  therefore  persuade  themselves  that  we  should 
be  able  by  a  prudent  management  to  buy  their  Goods  much  cheaper.  We  pass  over 
your  sentiments  of  the  State  of  affairs  in  Europe  [as  we]  have  made  them  but 
little  our  study,  &  therefore  without  taking  upon  us  to  judge  what  turn  tiiey  may 
take,  content  ourselves  with  following  as  near  as  we  can  what  appears  to  us  to  be  the 
sense  of  our  Hon'ble  Masters  for  our  conduct  abroad.  Upon  the  whole  we  are  very 
much  afraid  if  we  were  to  advance  the  prizes  to  what  your  Merchants  seem  to  talk 
of  either  to  encrease  the  Quantity  or  disappoint  the  French  it  would  not  at  those 
prizes  sell  for  the  Cost  in  India  the  Freight  &  charges  deducted,  and  in  that  case  we 
had  better  lie  by  &  not  pique  ourselves  too  much  upon  dissapointing  the  French. 

Your  Merchants  say  that  it  is  impossible  to  go  on  with  the  Investment  unless 
they  are  permitted  to  encrease  the  price,  but  in  order  to  know  whether  we  would 
consent  to  it,  they  should  have  told  you  what  advance  they  expected.  They  tell  you 
that  they  give  from  42^  to  4:3|  for  Warriapollam  cloth,  which  as  we  take  it  is  an 
advance  on  the  last  Years  prizes.  That  cloth  was  always  cheaper  than  the  Chemanaick- 
poUam  cloth,  and  if  we  remember  right  they  promised  towards  the  close  of  the  last 
Year  that  in  consideration  of  being  paid  Star  Pagodas  They  would  bring  in  the  Cloth 
20  5^  C^  cheaper  than  when  they  were  paid  AUumparra  Pagodas,  That  was  loaded 
with  Land  Custom  &  Dustore  which  this  iTear  has  been  taken  oif  But  having  received 
no  account  of  the  cost  of  the  cloth  as  it  has  been  brought  in  Monthly  we  can  make 
no  exact  calculation  of  the  difference  of  the  prizes.  Your  Merchants  tell  you  that 
the  French  have  actually  offered  Forty  Seven  for  the  Warriapollam  Cloth.  We  dont 
know  whether  they  mean  we  must  advance  upon  that  but  if  we  compute  right  the 
difference  between  Forty  Seven  &  the  Last  Years  prizes  is  above  twelve  ^  Cent 
including  the  Land  Custom  &  Dustore  which  is  so  vast  an  increase  upon  the  prime 
Cost  that  we  can  by  no  means  consent  to  it  especially  at  a  time  that  the  prizes  are  so 
low  in  England.  The  dissapoiatment  which  the  Compy  are  likely  to  meet  with  in 
the  Bay  iaduces  us  not  to  squabble  with  your  Merchants  for  trifle  more  or  less  & 
provided  they  can  carry  on  the  Investment  at  or  near  the  present  prizes  we  are 
contented  to  go  on  with  them  but  if  it  be  any  thing  near  Fortyseveu  We  must  resolve 
to  have  done,  besides  we  are  told  tis  not  the  common  Ord"'^'.  sort  which  the  French 
have  offered  Forty  seven  for,  but  a  better  sort  Musters  of  which  had  been  brought 
them,  but  not  l>eing  entirely  approved  of  had  offered  fifty  for  still  better  this  brings 
us  to  what  Andiapa  teUs  you  relating  to  the  Fine  Cloth  of  twelve  Cauls.  That  if  he 
is  permitted  to  give  Sixty  Seven  for  it  He  will  answer  for  it  that  the  Cloth  shall 
answer  in  goodness  to  the  advance  in  that  price,  if  it  does  so  it  cannot  be  said  to  be 
dearer  and  upon  that  condition  We  consent  to  the  advance. 

Having  already  said  that  we  shall  not  differ  with  your  Merchants  for  a  small 
matter  We  cannot  add  more  at  present  under  the  uncertainty  We  are  under  what  it 
is  They  expect  from  us.  But  to  agree  in  General  with  them  to  take  in  any  cloth  and 
at  any  price  is  what  we  cannot  consent  to. 

Among  your  Annual  papers  in  [.  .  .1  you  sent  us  your  Merchants  Account 
made  up  if  we  [.  .  .]  to  the  end  of  Dece[mber]  Those  were  sent  in  our  Packet 
[.  .  .]  and  therefore  you  must  send  us  other  copies  as  so  [.  .  .]  be  drawn  out 
also  copy  of  their  Account  as  it  wa[.  .  .]  of  July  last.  Let  the  Warehousekeeper 
also  send  [-.-•]  accounts  of  the  cloth  brought  in  by  the  M[erchants  from  thej 
last  of  December  to  the  last  of  last  Month  [••••]]  the  Merchants  &  in  the  same 
manner  [••••]  The  Accounts  of  what  Cloth  they  m[.  .  .  .]  we  suppose 
it  may  be  some  time  [.  .  .]  Books  we  must  have  copys  of  [.  .  .  .j  the 
Merchants  monthly  of  what  cloth  brought  in  from  the  1^'.  May  to  the  last  of  December 

mi. 

Yesterday  we  dispatched  to  you  the  Mary  Sloop  with  Stationary  Ware,  and 
other  things  as  ^  Invoice  and  second  Bill  of  Lading  inclosed  return  her  to  us  as 
soon  as  you  can  with  as  many  Bales  as  she  can  take  in. 
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"We  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  body  out  of  the  Europe  Ships  to  serve  as 
your  Doctors  Mate  but  in  few  days  will  come  to  you  a  man  that  has  served  some 
months  in  our  Hospital  and  we  hope  will  be  of  use  in  yours. 

Our  Honble  Masters  complain  that  the  Wrappers  of  the  Goods  received  in  1741 
were  old  damaged  cloth  &  very  bad.     We  are

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

Our  last  was  of  the  7*.  June  by  the  Tygris  and  Apollo  :  The  29'*.  July  we 
received  your  advices  dated  the  31"'.  May  last. 

We  were  extreamly  concerned  to  hear  that  your  parts  had  been  infested  by  the 
Morattas  and  though  they  taUc'd  of  returning  again  after  the  Rains  we  hope  &  beleive 
your  Nabob  will  before  the  Eains  arc  over  come  to  some  agreement  with  them. 
Some  advices  we  have  here  tell  us  they  actually  were  agreed  however  we  send  you 
on  the  Walpole  &  Lynn  Sixty  Europeans  that  is,  thirty  on  the  Lynn  from  hence  & 
the  Walpole  will  bring  you  thirty  from  Vizagapatam,  We  Lave  received  only  thirty 
eight  recruits  from  England  this  year  otherwise  we  should  have  sent  you  more  from 
hence.  None  of  those  designed  for  your  place  this  season  have  been  detained  here. 
We  would  also  have  sent  you  some  Topasses  if  we  beleived  they  would  be  of  any 
real  service  to  you. ;  We  think  you  will  be  able  to  enlist  better  in  the  Bay,  at  least 
they  cannot  be  worse  than  those  we  have  here. 

On  the  Marlborough  we  shall  send  you  Ten  Sixpounders  with  fifty  rounds  of 
Shot  for  each  being  what  we  received  this  Year  :  One  of  the  other  Ships  will  bring 
you  ten  other  Guns  as  near  four  pounders  as  we  could  pick  them  off  our  Walls  with 
fifty  rounds  of  shot  fitted  to  each. 

The  Grantham  had  four  chests  of  small  Arms  for  you  from  England  &  we  send 
you  twenty  chests  more  by  these  Ships. 

Having  wrote  to  the  Gentlemen  at  Bombay  for  directions  concerning  that  part 
of  the  Tygris's  Cargo  which  was  designed  for  that  side  of  India  and  as  they  appre- 
hend the  Broad  cloth  &  perpets  by  that  ship  were  intended  for  Gombroon  and  that 
they  should  find  a  difficulty  in  sending  hither  what  came  out  by  the  Porto  BeHo, 
they  have  proposed  to  us  to  send  what  came  by  the  Tygris  directly  to  Gombroon  if 
any  ship  should  be  bound  thither  from  hence  and  as  a  ship  is  intended  that  wav  in 
September  or  October  next  we  keep  it  [to  send  on  her]  but  the  fifty  Tons  of  Iron  we 
have  laden  on  board  the  Lynn  as  S^  Bill  of  lading  inclosed  &  you  will  please  to 
continue  it  on  board  her  for  Bombay  or  if  you  think  it  more  for  our  Honble 
Masters  interest  to  dispose  of  it  with  you,  you  wiU  then  give  Bombay  Presidency 
credit  for  the  cost,  an  account  of  which  is  at  the  foot  hereof. 

What  Treasure  &  Redwood  we  have  loaden  on  board  these  ships  you  will  find 
in  the  several  Invoices  &  BiUs  of  Lading  inclosed. 

Our  Hou'ble  Masters  apprehending  a  great  Risque  in  coining  their  Bullion  in 
the  Country  Mints  having  forbid  our  coining  it  into  Arcot  Rupees,  but  as  we  propose 
to  keep  the  Shaftsbury's  treasure  here  for  our  own  use  &  that  ship  is  not  yet  arrived 
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&  if  we  should  coin  all  the  Marlboroughs  Treasure  into  Madrass  Rupees  we  should 
not  know  what  to  do  with  that  Species  here  &  if  the  Shaftsbury  stays  late  we  may 
not  have  time  to  coin  the  Marlboroughs  Treasure  into  Madrass  Rupees ;  we  are  now 
exchanging  part  of  it  into  Arcot  Rupees  withoat  any  risque  to  the  Company  so  that 
we  shall  only  send  you  that  part  in  Arcot  Rupees  and  that  only  in  ease  we  are 
enabled  to  do  it  by  the  arrival  of  the  Shaftsbury. 

If  your  Hon''.  &c'.  have  any  Blue  Broad  Cloth  in  your  Warehouses  Middling  or 
Ordinary  we  shall  be  obliged  [to]  you  if  you  will  send  us  five  Bales  by  the  first 
conveyance  for  the  [  ■  •  ■  ]  Military  ;  Middling  is  what  we  chuse  but  we  must 
make  shift  with  either  that  you  can  spare  us. 

In  each  of  these  two  Ships  Packets  we  send  you  copy  of  the  Captain  &  Officers 
Manifest  of  private  Trade  copy  of  the  Victaalling  Bill  an  account  of  what  has  been 
landed  out  [of]  each  ship  here,  copy  of  the  Companys  seventh  Paragraph  to  us  dated 
the  2''.  April  1741  &  their  respective  Charterparties. 

Inclosed  is  an  Indent  for  such  stores  &ci.[as  we  be]leive  may  be  wanting  at  the 
West  Coast  and  therefore  we  desire  you  will  please  to  send  them  on  the  Grantham 
together  with  the  Arrack. 

We  omitted  in  a  former  paragraph  to  advise  you  that  the  Gentlemen  at  Bombay 
write  us  the  26^**.  June  last  the  price  of  Iron  was  from  Eighty  to  JSTinety  Rupees  the 
Surat  Candy,  allowing  a  discount  of  Nine  ^  cent  upon  what  was  clear'd  in  six 
Months  &  six  ^  cent  if  cleared  in  Twelve  Months  :  They  add  tnat  it  was  not  like  to 
rise  especially  if  there  should  be  an  early  import  of  any  Quantity. 

Inclosed  are  also  accounts  of  what  was  landed  here  by  the  Captains  &  Officers 
of  the  Houghton  &  Grantham, 

Having  taken  into  consideration  what  number  of  Bales  we  may  have  ready 
between  this  &  January  after  the  dispatch  of  the  Admiral  Vernon  &  Tygris  we  hope 
it  will  not  be  less  than  Eighteen  hundred  or  two  thousand  Bales  Uf  these  two 
thousand  we  compute  the  Benjamin  if  she  comes  round  from  the  other  Coast  in  time 
to  be  dispatched  from  hence  in  October,  will  take  in  about  Eight  hundred  so  there 
will  remain  a  thousand  or  twelve  hundred  for  such  Ships  as  you  may  send  to  us  in 
Deceinber,  We  make  no  reserve  for  the  Defence  because  it  is  not  certain  she  will 
come  round  here  from  China  &  because  we  apprehend  the  troubles  in  Bengal  will  lay 
you  under  a  difficulty  to  send  home  all  the  Tonnage  &  if  the  Defence  should  come 
here  she  will  not  lie  so  long  upon  demorage  as  any  other  Ship  which  may  remain 
behind  with  you. 

In  the  Packet  is  a  List  of  the  men  sent  by  the  Lynn,  with  an  account  of  half 
a  months  pay  advanced  them.  We  have  put  some  Arrack  on  board  for  them  &  the 
Captain  is  to  be  [p'^'.]  for  their  Diet  at  the  rate  of  four  fanams  each  man  ^>  Diem. 

On  the  Lynn  we  send  you  part  of  the  [house  hold]  furniture  you  wrote  for,  for 
which  a  Separate  Bill  of  Lading  is  inclosed,  the  rest  shall  be  sent  you  w[...]  with 
an  Account  of  the  cost  of  the  whole.

We  wrote  you  the  7'*'.  June  by  the  Tygris  that  sailed  the  10*''.  with  a  supply  of 
money  but  we  have  not  yet  received  any  advice  of  the  arrival  with  you  :  The  IS'*". 
June  we  wrote  you  a  short  Letter  to  advise  the  receipt  of  your  severals  of  the  IV^. 
&  13**^.  May  to  which  we  shall  now  reply  more  particularly. 

We  have  agreable  to  your  request  coined  a  Chest  of  Silver  into  half  Quarter 
Eupees  which  comes  by  this  conveyance,  the  Quantity  of  eaeli  you  will  find  in  the 
Invoice,  as  smaU  money  is  necessary  in  your  payments  perhaps  our  Madrass  Panams 
[&  Cash]  may  be  of  use  if  you  think  so  write  TJs  word  &  we  will  supply  you 
accordingly. 

You  teU  us  the  ll^^^.  May  that  the  rents  of  your  several  Parms  expiring  the  end 
of  April  you  put  them  up  at  Outcry  the  1''.  May  &  they  had  been  bought  in  by  the 
Old  Parmer  at  an  advance  in  the  whole  of  three  hundred  Rupees  in  a  year,  but  you 
should  have  mention'd  the  Parmer's  [Name]  &  how  much  each  was  let  for,  for  at 
present  we  do  not  know  whether  those  three  Parms  are  included  under  the  head  of 
Parms  &  Eevenues  or  whether  the  Villages  &  Sallaas  &  the  Sea  &  River  Customs  are 
included  therein,  Por  our  satisfaction  do  you  send  us  up  Copies  of  the  several  Cowles 
&  what  duties  the  Parmers  are  empowered  to  receive  thereby  with  such  further 
Explanations  as  may  enable  us  to  have  a  clear  View  of  the  State  of  your  revenues  and 
the  duties  from  which  they  arise.  You  teU  Us  in  your  Letter  of  the  13*'^.  March 
that  you  hoped  the  extraordinary  charge  you  had  put  the  Company  to  would  be  made 
good  by  the  Increase  of  your  Customs  &  Eevenues  we  suppose  you  must  mean  by  tbe 
Increase  of  the  Sea  &  River  Customs  &  we  shall  be  very  glad  to  find  it  so,  but  we 
observe  what  is  brought  to  the  Company's  Credit  under  that  head  for  the  year  1739 

was  but  427.  29.  20  &  Pag'.  581.  1.  40  for  the  year  1740.  These  are  but  poor  sums 
and  we  think  if  the  regulations  sent  from  hence  &  the  orders  we  have  frequently 
given  to  conform  thereto  had  met  with  a  due  attention  not  only  the  Sea  &  Eiver 
Custom  but  the  several  other  branches  of  Your  Revenues  had,  by  this  time,  been 
considerably  increased  :  It  will  be  of  Little  use  to  say  more  at  present  of  past  Conduct 
but  we  hope  &  depend  upon  better  from  you.  We  would  have  you  keep  Books  of 
your  Sea  &  Land  Customs  in  the  same  manner  we  do  here,  Copies  of  which  must  be 
sent  us  once  a  year  and  as  we  have  some  doubt  whether  you  wiU  find  at  Vizagapatam 
the  Copies  of  our  Letters  of  the  22'*.  November  1734  &  14''^.  March  1734/5  we  send 
you  other  Copies  inclosed.

Besides  the  half  &  Quarter  Rupees  [which  come]  by  the  Walpole  we  send  you 
also  by  her  a  fur[.  .  .]  Pagodas  with  wares  &  stores  as  ^  Invoice  &  [Bill  of 
Lading]  inclosed. 

Lieutenant  Amyand  being  dead  at  Fort  S'.  David  you  must  permit  Lieutenant 
Crompton  to  come  up  here,  we  designing  to  give  him  the  vacant  Commission  and  in 
the  room  of  Lieutenant  Crompton  we  enclose  you  a  Lieutenant's  Commission  for 
If.  Lewis  Tornery  who  takes  his  passage  on  the  Walpole. 

Inclosed  we  send  you  an  Account  of  the  Cloth  taken  in  here  received  from  your 
place  by  the  George  &  Yizagapatam  also  the  Account  of  that  receiv'd  from  Ingeram 
"by  the  George  &  Brigantine  Essex.  Copy  of  this  last  you  must  send  thither  [that 
M''.  Prince]  may  enter  the  same  in  his  Books  which  together  with  yours  must  be 
closed  &  sent  us  as  soon  as  possible. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  we  have  received  yours  of  the  8**^.  July  and  are 
pleased  to  read  that  you  make  no  doubt  of  being  able  to  comply  with  your  promise 
of  furnishing  five  hundred  Bales  of  Cloth  by  the  last  of  January,  but  by  the  account 
of  Cloth  on  hand  which  you  enclosed  to  us  you  do  not  seem  to  be  in  so  great  for- 
wardness as  we  wished  ;  We  had  rather  have  read  the  last  of  November  than  the  last 
of  January  for  immediately  after  the  New  Moon  in  December  which  falls  upon  the 
16*'^.  you  must  send  us  all  the  cloth  you  have  upon  hand,  as  what  you  dispatch  after 
is  not  likely  to  arrive  in  time  or  to  be  of  use  to  us  for  the  dispatch  of  the  January 
Ships. 

The  Company  complain  that  the  Gunneys  &  Wrappers  of  the  Bales  are  not  good, 
yor  must  take  effectual  Care  to  prevent  all  Complaints  of  this  sort  in  future,  Each 
Bale  of  Pine  Long  Cloth  must  contain  forty  pieces  &  a  Bale  of  Pine  Salampores  One 
hundred  pieces. 

The  Gentlemen  in  Bengal  apprehending  Troubles  from  the  Morattas  have  wrote 
to  us  for  a  supply  of  Men  ;  having  received  but  few  recruits  this  year  we  can  send 
them  but  thirty  [Buro]peans  from  hence,  which  go  on  the  Lynn  but  we  have  thought 
■fit  to  order  and  do  accordingly  order  &  direct  that  you  send  thirty  Europeans  out  of 
your  Garrison  by  the  Walpole  which  ship  you  must  dispatch  as  soon  as  possible. 

Inclosed  you  have  Copies  of  part  of  the  5  6  Para  of  our  Honourable  Masters  Letter 
of  the  20'ii.  January  which  is  to  direct  your  surgeon  in  drawing  out  the  List  of

We  have  receiv'd  your's  of  the  14"^.  with  the  Several  Accounts  inclosed  and  the 
List  annexed  of  the  several  prices  of  your  Calicoes  as  delivered  in  by  your  Merchants, 
but  you  should  have  told  us  Whether  the  Merchants  are  to  be  paid  their  Brokerage 
over  and  above  those  prices  or  whether  their  Brokerage  is  already  included  therein  ; 
If  they  are  to  be  paid  a  Brokerage  besides  our  Middling  Cloth  will  come  out  cheaper 
than  the  Chemanaickpollam  Cloth  and  by  the  last  account  sales  we  have  our  Mid- 
dling cloth  sold  two  shillings  in  a  piece  better  than  the  Chemanaickpollam  Cloth  :  this 
last  also  did  not  sell  so  well  as  the  Salem  by  twelve  pence  in  a  piece  and  yet  we 
observe  your  Merchants  ask  more  for  it  &  the  Deputy  Governour  will  remember  we 
always  look'd  upon  it  here  to  be  a  good  deal  inferiour  to  Salem. 

As  to  Nanjan  Chitty's  proposal  we  were  informed  about  the  time  we  wrote  you 
last  that  the  Prench  had  ofEered  forty  eight  Panams  a  piece  for  the  Salem  Cloth  and 
we  can  make  no  more  of  Nanjan  Chitty's  gracious  offer,  than  that,  if  we  will  give 
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one  fanam  a  piece  more,  we  shall  have  the  preference.  In  the  present  view  we  have 
of  your  Merchants  proposals  we  had  rather  submit  to  give  a  fanam  extraordinary  for 
the  Salem  Cloth  than  exceed  so  much  in  the  prices  of  the  Chemanaickpollam  & 
"Worriarpollam  sorts  but  we  cannot  expect  that  the  Merchants  should  make  such  a 
contract  with  liim  as  proposed  or  that  the  Deputy  Govemour  should  bind  it  by  any 
particular  Letter  for  thereby  we  should  be  at  his  mercy  &  obliged  to  take  all  that  he 
sent,  though  he  should  charge  it  even  at  sixty  fanams  a  piece.  Another  thing  which 
to  be  sure  must  have  occurred  to  you  is  that  in  the  present  Method  we  hardly  know 
what  bargain  it  is  we  make  with  our  Merchants  till  the  cloth  is  brought  in  &  sorted, 
If  it  sorts  to  the  Two  fllrst  Numbers,  wliich  we  intend  when  we  agree  with  them,  the 
prices  would  he  tolerable,  but  the  ease  is  so  far  different,  that  the  major  part  sorts  to 
N°.  3  &  4  which  makes  the  whole  come  out  much  dearer  than  we  could  expect,  For 
Example  of  166  Bales  of  Chemanaickpollam  cloth  which  we  have  of  yours  here  there 
is  but  one  Bale  of  N*^.  1  &  six  of  N°.  2  the  rest  consists  of  seventy  two  Bales  of 
No.  3  &  Eighty  seven  of  N°.

We  have  received  Your  severals  of  the  2<*.  &  3*^.  Instant  [and  for]  some  reasons 
which  have  occured  to  us,  we  have  |  resolved  to  leave]  it  to  you  to  agree  with  your  Mer- 
chants for  the  [Callieoes]  upon  the  best  and  most  moderate  Terms  you  can  procure  pro- 
vided that  the  prices  do  not  exceed  those  mentioned  in  your  Letter  of  the  14"".  August 
and  provided  also  that  more  care  be  taken  in  sorting  the  Cloth  brown,  than  has  been 
lately  in  that  respect,  for  besides  that  the  advance  in  the  Price,  reckon  it  one  with 
another  is  considerable,  it  is  in  reality  much  more  than  it  appears  to  be  at  first  view  ; 
the  reason  is  that  the  cloth  which  has  been  brought  in  this  season  is  so  much  worse' 
than  it  was  two  years  ago  that  the  W.  3  Chemanaickpollam  is  1 0  ^  Cent  dearer  & 
N°.  4  Twelve  ^  Cent,  that  is  reckoning  the  Chemanaickpollam  Cloth  at  46  Pag'.  '^ 
1742—16 
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Gorge,  and  to  sort  no  better  than  what  has  been  embaled  since  January  last.  We 
expect  the  old  argument  will  be  resorted  upon  us,  that  very  little  of  the  cloth  made 
now  is  better  than  N".  3  &  4  and  if  they  dont  take  that  sort  as  well  as  the  French 
and  other  Nations  most  of  it  will  go  to  them  and  you  will  be  able  to  get  little  or 
none,  but  surely  there  is  a  medium  which  might  be  practiced  with  success,  at  least 
we  have  found  "by  Experience  here,  that  by  rejecting  a  good  deal  that  we  thought 
would  sort  no  better  than  IST".  4,  the  whole  has  been  brought  in  much  better  than 
before,  we  desire  therefore  you  will  turn  this  matter  in  Your  thoughts,  which  is 
designed  as  a  hint  to  you  that  you  will  doubtless  emprove  as  much  as  you 
can  to  our  Honourable  Masters  Advantage.  Your  Merchants  have  certainly  forgot 
themselves  very  much,  when  they  say  the  cloth  is  as  good  as  it  usualy  has  been, 
and  you  might  have  convinced  them  to  the  Contrary  by  looking  over  your  Invoices ; 
and  N°.  4  is  but  of  a  late   Institution. 

We  have  received  the  several  accounts  of  Cloth  brought  in  as  well  that  signed 
by  the  Warehousekeeper,  as  that  signed  by  the  Merchants,  We  are  too  busy  at  pre- 
sent to  Examine  either  particularly,  but  there  [appears]  in  general  to  be  a  great 
difference,  and  it  is  of  consequence  to  have  it  explained ;  It  is  a  matter  of  fact  in 
which  both  of  them  cannot  be  right.  The  Merchants  say  that  they  know  [none  of] 
M".  Croke's  account  and  therefore  Mr.  Croke  must  let  you  know  from  what  materials 
he  has  formed  his  account,  for  we  suppose  not  only  he  as  Warehousekeeper  but 
several  others  of  the  servants  in  the  Warehouse  kept  an  account  of  the  Cloth  as  it 
was  brought  in  by  the  Merchants,  and  when  it  was  measured  &  deli\^er'd  to  the 
Washers  ;  however  neither  the  Merchants  account  or  M^.  Croke's  come  up  to  what 
we  wanted.  It  was  the  practice  in  M''.  Hubbards  time,  when  the  Merchants  brought 
in  any  parcel  of  Cloth,  to  deliver  an  account  of  the  Cost  at  the  same  time,  which 
accounts  were  enter'd  monthly,  and  if  this  practice  had  been  continued  there  could 
nob  have  been  so  wide  a  different  between  M''.  Croke's  account  and  the  Merchants, 
how  it  came  to  be  omitted  since  M''.  Hubbards  time  we  must  know  from  you,  for 
what  is  alledged  by  the  Merchants  is  rather  an  Excuse  then  a  reason,  at  least  we 
can  find  no  reason  in  it.  Why  do  they  teE  you  that  by  not  settling  the  prices  with 
the  Weavers  till  some  time  after  the  cloth  is  brought  in  they  have  an  opportunity  to 
beat  them  down  which  they  could  not  so  well  do  if  they  were  obliged  to  settle  with 
them  every  Month.  What  Instance  have  they  given  you  of  any  success  or  advan- 
tage they  have  gained  by  it ;  on  the  contrary  the  Weavers  &  Brokers  &c^.  in  the 
country,  may  with  much  more  reason  after  it  is  deliver 'd  to  the  wash,  insist  upon 
their  own  prices,  because  Your  Merchants  cannot  return  them  the  Cloth  again  in  the 
condition  they  receiv'd  it,  and  from  the  prices  having  been  continualy  raised  for  this 
last  season  is  most  likely  to  be  the  case.  As  to  the  Salem  Cloth  the  Inclosed  account 
(which  the  Deputy  Governour  knows  how  we  come  by)  will  show  that  the  account  of 
the  cost  always  came  with  the  Cloth,  and  it  is  such  account  as  that  which  stands 
first  in  the  Inclosed,  which  we  [remember]  we  wrote  to  you  to  send  us  the 
account  which  the  Merchants  deliver'd  you  of  the  Cloth  brought  in  from  May 
1741  to  the  end  of  July  1742  and  such  accounts  we  always  thought  [were] 
regularly  delivered  you  by  the  Merchants,  as  they  brought  in  the  Cloth.  It  is  what 
our  Merchants  do  constantly  here,  and  as  Yours  did  it  in  M''.  Hubbards  time  we  see 
no  reason  why  it  could  not  have  been  continued  :  We  Apprehend  many  Inconveni- 
encies  from  the  Omission  of  it  which  we  have  not  time  now  to  enlarge  on,  &  How- 
ever we  shall  mention  one,  which  is  that  after  you  have  received,  washed  &  Embaled 
the  cloth,  it  may  perhaps  be  charged  to  you  considerably  more  than  you  Imagined. 

We  observe  by  your  Cash  Account  that  the  ballance  in  Fanams  is  upwards  of 
Five  thousand  Pagodas ;  six  hundred  and  fifty  was  advanced  the  Paymaster  in 
Fanams  the  last  month,  and  four  Hundred  eighty  six  is  receiv'd  of  the  Warehousek'. 
for  Eice  sold,  we  suppose  delivered  for  the  Garrison  use,  but  what  occasion  is  then 
for  Eeceiving  that  in  Fanams.  Our  Military  here  is  paid  part  in  Money  and  part  in 
Paddy,  and  the  Paymaster  always  pays  the  Warehousekeeper  in  Pagod^  for  the 
Paddy,  being  so  much  he  received  out  of  cash  and  remained  in  his  hands  for  that 
purpose.  If  you  win  cast  your  Eye  over 'the  Cash  Account  again  you  will  find  the 
Paymasters  disbursements  m  Fanams  deducting  the  486  received  for  Eice  or  Paddy 
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delivered  for  the  use  of  the  Garrison  is  no  more  than  164  Pagodas  and  surely  his 
monthly  disbursements  in  Panams  amount  to  considerably  more  than  that.  Let  this 
matter  be  examined  and  explained  to  us.

Yesterday  we  received  your  favour  of  the  31"*.  July  by  the  Sumatra  and  read 
with  concern  that  the  troubles  occasioned  by  the  irruption  of  the  Morattas  into  your 
parts  still  continue.  We  sent  you  thirty  Europeans  on  the  Lynn,  and  the  Walpole 
that  left  Vizagapatam  the  27"".  of  last  month  carried  you  thirty  more  from  thence. 
We  told  your  Honour  &e*.  in  our  letter  of  the  9*''.  August  why  we  sent  you  no  more, 
and  hesides  that  the  number  we  have  left  is  far  short  of  what  we  ought  to  have  ;  the 
people  in  the  Cfcuntry  have  within  these  few  days  been  sending  some  of  their  most 
valuable  effects  into  Town,  from  which  we  imagine  they  Apprehend  some  troubles 
th6.  whether  from  the  Morattas  or  some  Broils  among  the  Moors  reports  differ. 

The  Guns  upon  our  Walls  and  Bastions  being  very  old  and  honeycombed  we  wrote 
to  our  Honourable  Masters  for  a  new  supply  but  having  received  seventy  short  of  what 
we  indented  for  was  the  reason  we  could  not  send  you  all  the  large  Guns  you  desir- 
ed. We  were  better  enabled  to  supply  you  with  small  Arms  of  which  we  sent  you 
five  hundred  by  the  Lynn  &  Walpole  and  we  now  send  you  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
more  by  the  Jenny  for  which  Invoice  and  BiR  of  Lading  are  inclosed. 

The  Benjamin  arrived  here  from  Bombay  the  11'^.  Instant  at  night  and  will  be 
dispatched  home  from  hence  as  soon  as  she  can  be  shifted. 

Last  night  we  received  advice  that  the  Shaftsbury  was  at  an  Anchor  five  leagues 
to  the  Northward  of  Pullieat  in  twelve  fatham  Water,  She  left  the  Madeiras  the  5*. 
April  and  having  lost  twenty  two  Men  in  the  passage  and  above  sixty  more  that  are 
incapable  of  keeping  the  Deck,  the  Captain  writes  he  cannot  weigh  her  Anchor  ;  We 
are  now  sending  Men,  and  other  assistance  from  hence.  We  hope  she  will  soon  be 
up  here,  and  when  she  is  capable  of  proceeding  to  the  Bay  shall  regard  your  direc- 
tions in  sending  you  aU  Jiupees.

We  have  received  your  severals  of  the  IS**".  Inst' ;  two  of  the  17*.  One  of  the 
20"^.  &  One  of  the  24*. 

Having  considered  what  you  write  us  about  the  dispute  between  the  Two  Casts 
we  were  at  first  inclined  to  have  ordered  the  several  Casts  to  remove  into  their 
respective  Streets  but  it  having  been  represented  to  Us,  that  several  of  the  houses 
belonging  to  the  Right  hand  Cast  in  the  Left  hand  Streets  are  large  &  valuable  & 
looking  upon  it  as  too  great  an  Invasion  of  property  to  oblige  them  to  quit  their 
habitations  without  absolute  necessity  we  rather  chuse  to  agree  with  the  other  part 
of  your  proposal  That  both  sides  shall  be  content  to  make  use  of  the  Ceremonies  of 
that  cast  [in]  whose  streets  they  inhabit  or  go  into  the  streets  of  their  own  cast 
[to  perform]  their  respective  Ceremonies.  Except  that  we  order  for  the  future 
neither  of  the  Casts  shall  be  permitted  to  build  or  buy  any  house  but  in  the  streets 
belonging  to  their  own  respective  Cast,  and  also  if  any  house  belonging  to  the  Eight 
hand  Cast  situated  in  the  Lefthand  Street  should  offer  for  sale  no  other  of  the  Eight 
hand  Cast  shall  be  the  purchaser  but  the  same  may  be  bought  by  one  of  the  Left 
hand  Cast,  so  likewise,  if  any  house  belonging  to  the  Left  hand  Cast  seituated  in  the 
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Eight  hand  street  should  be  offer'd  to  sale,  only  the  Right  hand  Cast  shall  be  the 
purchasers.  This  Rule  being  observed  They  may  all  in  time  be  reduced  to  their 
proper  streets,  but  till  that  liappens  they  must  conform  to  the  Rule  hereinbefore  laid 
down  with  regard  to  the  performing  their  ceremonies  and  this  we  take  it  is  agreable 
to  the  Cowle  given  by  Share  Cawn. 

Your  Letters  of  the  \T\  were  only  to  inclose  Original  &  Duplicate  Invoice  of 
Eighty  four  Bales  by  the  Sloop  Mary  which  are  safe  arrived. 

Your  Letter  of  the  24*'':  gives  a  very  bad  account  of  the  Quality  of  the  Cloth 
brought  in  by  the  Merchants  as  they  have  been  used  of  late  to  take  aU.  that  the 
Weavers  made  it  is  not  likely  these  last  will  soon  or  at  once  mend  their  hand  ;  a 
general  amendment  in  the  Fabrick  must  be  the  work  of  time  &  tiierefore  when  we 
recommended  greater  strictness  in  sorting  the  Cloth  brown  we  meant  to  leave  it  to 
your  prudence  &  discretion  to  endeavour  a  reformation  by  degrees  and  to  begin  it  by 
turning  out  at  first  only  such  as  appeared  the  worst.  Your  last  Letter  indeed 
represents  the  whole  to  be  very  bad  &  if  it  be  so,  we  can  have  no  Objection  to  the 
Merchants  taking  it  away  on  repaying  the  money  that  was  advanc'd  for  it.

Rice  they  must  be  paid  so  much  less  in  money,  otherwise  as  it  is  bought  in  for 
Pagodas  &  being  delivered  out  at  36  Panams  for  a  Pagoda  and  those  Panams  selling 
from  38  to  39  the  Company  will  be  a  loser  from  two  to  three  Panams  in  a  Pagoda,

Our  last  was  by  the  Princess  Augusta  under  the  21".  of  May  which  ship  we 
expected  to  have  seen  last  month  with  some  advices  from  you,  but  as  she  has  not 
appear'd  we  judge  she  is  either  gone  for  Bengali,  or  found  an  employment  on  your 
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The  Grantham  bound  for  Bengali  and  Benooolen  eall'd  here  in  July  &  is  since 
arriv'd  at  the  former  Place  from  whence,  she  will  be  dispatch'd  to  you  at  the  usual 
season  but  the  Troubles  there  occasioned  by  the  Morattas  has  so  far  Impeded  their 
Investment,  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  send  any  bales  on  her  agreeable  to  the 
directions  from  England  but  may  possibly  supply  that  deficiency  in  her  Tonnage 
with  a  larger  Quantity  of  Salt  Petre,  however  lest  any  accident  may  prevent  their 
doing  that,  we  would  recommend  to  you  to  get  all  the  Pepper  you  can  ready  against 
her  arrival,  that  our  Honourable  Masters  may  not  suffer  by  any  charge  of 
Demorage. 

This  goes  by  the  new  ship  Sumatra  which  has  had  a  compleat  fitting  m  Bengali 
and  will  we  hope  prove  a  very  serviceable  and  good  vessel,  we  have  laden  on  her  Salt, 
Eice  and  Long  cloth  with  some  Iron  stone  for  your  Buildings  and  we  send  inclosed 
copy  of  the  Indent  we  have  desir'd  the  Gentlemen  of  Bengali  to  supply  you  with  by 
the  Grantham,  the  last  we  received  from  You  was  fully  COmplyd  with  by  the  London 
&  Princess  Augusta, 

The  Rice  we  now  send  is  the  best  procurable  here,  we  wrote  for  and  expected 
some  by  this  ship  from  Bengali  but  it  was  omitted  to  be  put  aboard,  as  we  have  been 
informd  by  private  advices  from  Batavia,  that  you  was  pretty  much  in  want  of  this 
article  we  have  enlarged  the  quantity  ;  you  will  let  us  Imow  what  wiU  be  necessary 
to  supply  you  with  annually  that  we  may  take  measures  accordingly. 

The  Sloop  Mary  accompanys  this  ship  the  cost  and  charges  of  her  and  that  sent 
with  Cap\  Goring  comes  in  the  Packett  as  also  Manifests  of  private  Trade  with 
Invoice  and  Bill  of  Lading  for  what  now  sent  you. 

Should  the  services  of  your  coast  make  it  necessary  for  you  to  keep  the  Sumatra 
the  Monsoon  you  have  our  permission  to  do  so,  but  otherwise  we  would  have  you 
return  her  to  us  so  as  to  be  here  by  the  End  of  January  or  beginning  of  February.

You  are  hereby  ordered  to  repair  on  board  your  ship  &  make  the  best  of  Tour 
way  to  Port  Marlbrough  on  the  Westeoast  of  Sumatra  where  you  are  to  deliver  the 
accompanying  Packet  as  directed  to  the  Deputy  Governour  &  Council  whose  orders 
are  to  direct  your  future  proceedings. 

In  the  present  uncertain  Situation  of  Affairs  as  to  peace  or  War  with  France  we 
think  proper  to  caution  you  against  speaking  with  any  Ship  or  Ship's  at  sea  &  that 
on  your  return  to  this  Coast  you  take  care  to  pass  by  Pondioherry  in  the  night.

Herewith  is  Duplicate  of  what  we  wrote  you  by  the  Jenny  the  15"i.  September 
since  then  we  have  been  favoured  with  your  severals  of  the  17'^.  August  by  the 
Augusta  with  thirteen  bales  of  Sanoes,  and  SOt'^.  August  by  the  Vernon. 

The  Shaftsbury  did  not  get  in  here  before  the  21'*'.  September  in  the  afternoon 
we  could  have  dispatched  her  sooner  to  you  if  she  could  have  taken  in  the  Cotton 
sooner,  but  it  took  up  some  days,  as  the  Captain  says  to  make  proper  room  for  it  in 
the  ship  ;  you  have  inclosed  Invoice  and  Bill  of  Lading  for  that  as  also  some  Lead 
which  we  left  on  board  on  purpose  to  save  time,  and  we  beleive  it  will  sell  as  well  in 
the  Bay  as  here.  We  send  your  honour  ^e''.  no  Money  by  her,  not  only  as  it  is  late 
in  the  season  but  also  as  our  (?ash  is  very  low,  and  no  money  tenderd  for  BiUs  of 
Exchange,  and  it  may  be  difficult  to  make  use  of  our  Credit  m  the  present  state  of 
the  Country.  If  we  can  possibly  spare  you  any  money  in  January  we  shall  send  it 
by  the  first  conveyance  that  offers  at  that  season. 

We  have  in  our  former  Letters  advised  you  why  we  could  not  send  vou  more 
large  Guns  or  Europeans.  The  Shaftsbury  brought  out  of  England  twenty  six 
soldiers  for  us  but  deliver'd  only  Nine  on  shear  here.  Our  Nabob  being  murder'd  at 
Velloor  the  2"^.  Instant  is  an  Event  that  wiU  very  likely  occasion  great  commotions  in 
the  Province,  and  render  it  necessary  for  us  to  be  upon  our  guard.  That  we  send 
you  a  few  soldiers  on  this  Ship  Shaftsbury  as  ^'>  List  inclosed,  is  not  that  we  can  well 
spare  them,  but  they  have  been  guilty  of  some  Irregularitys  in  their  conduct  for 
which  it  is  proper  to  eiiange  their  Quarters  and  we  hope  they  will  behave  better  in 
the  Bay. 

Inclosed  we  send  you  a  copy  of  a  Representation  delivered  us  by  Cap'.  Tavlor 
relating  to  the  deficiency  in  the  Copper  by  the  Sumatra,  if  your  Honour  &c*.'are 
acquainted  with  any  Circumstances  in  his  favour,  if  you  please  to  advise  us,  we  shall 
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represent  it  home  and  we  hope  Our  Honble  Masters  will  consider  it,  but  at  present 
we  have  thought  our  selves  obliged  to  insist  upon  his  deposition  ths  value  in  the 
Company's  Cash. 

Inclosed  is  a  letter  to  Tour  Honour  &e".  from  Mess".  Chambers  &  Eider  and 
no  doubt  contains  the  Invoice  and  Bill  of  Lading  for  One  Hundred  and  fifty  Pipes 
of  Wine  for  your  jslaee. 

This  ship's  Charter  party,  the  account  of  private  trade  lauded  here  and  other 
necessary  papers  are  inclosed.

April  and  this  comes  to  you  by  the  Augusta  on  which  Ship  at  the  desire  of  the 
President  and  Council  of  Bombay  we  have  Laden  the  Broa:d  Cloth  &  Long  Ells  that 
was  consigned  to  them  by  the  Tygris  as  o^  Invoice  &  BiU  of  Lading  inclosed. 

We  shall  remember  for  the  future  to  collect  from  all  ships  trading  from  hence 
to  the  Gulph  of  Persia  the  same  Customs  as  are  payable  at  Gombroon,  if  they  Lave 
not  toueh'd  and  paid  them  there  &  we  shall  also  conform  to  the  restrictions  of  the 
President  &  Council  of  Bombay  relating  to  the  sale  of  any  of  our  Ships  in  the 
Gulph. 
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We  observe  what  you  have  obtained  of  the  Persian  Government  in  favour  of 
the  Goods  freighted  by  the  Armenians  on  English  Ships  &  hope  it  will  be  a 
sufficient  Inducement  with  them  to  land  aU  their  Goods  at  Gombroon  towards 
which  we  shall  contribute  all  that  lies  in  our  power.

As  M''.  Burton  has  declined  meeting  the  Council  at  Fort  S'.  David  since  the 
18*''^.  September,  by  which  means  we  are  deprived  of  the  Opportunity  of  going 
through  the  Examination  of  M^  Croke's  charge  against  him  in  the  manner  we 
intended ;  we  have  thought  it  necessary,  as  the  only  proper  means  to  have  the  whole 
Affair  laid  fally  &  clearly  before  Us,  to  appoint  Williain  Monson  Esq"",  our  com- 
missary &  provisional  Deputy  Governour  of  Port  S\  David,  who  together  with  the 
Council  are  hereby  empowered,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  to  send  for  all 
persons,  papers  &  Accounts  that  they  shall  think  reasonable  &  necessary  in  order  to 
perfect  their  enquiry,  and  to  the  End  that  there  may  be  no  unjust  Impediment 
therein  we  have  thought  proper  to  revoke  the  Commission  given  to  Augustus 
Burton  Esq'',  tne  17*.  August  1741  till  such  time  as  your  enquiry  is  perfected  & 
you  are  acquainted  with  our  further  sentiments  thereon. 
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The  better  to  enable  you  to  enter  upon  this  Enquiry  you  have  herewith  an 
Extract  of  our  Consultation  of  the  18*''.  October,  which  contains  a  summary  of  the 
proceedings  &  the  remark  we  have  been  able  to  make  thereon  to  that  time ;  the 
copies  of  the  several  papers  referr'd  to  therein  you  doubtless  have  at  Port  S'.  David, 
except  the  Book  kept  by  M".  Hubbard  as  containiag  the  accounts  of  the  cloth 
brought  in  by  the  Merchants  &  the  sorting  Book  referrsd  to  in  M^  Burton's  answer 
dated  the  5*''.  Instant  as  kept  by  M''.  i 'roke,  both  which  we  have  delivered  to 
M"".  Monson.  We  also  send  herewith  the  copy  of  the  Paper  mentioned  in  the  Letter 
of  the  20**^.  September  &  which  Ml.  Burton  says  contains  the  account  of  the  cloth  as 
brought  in  by  the  Merchants  in  his  time  &  to  which  He  referrs  as  a  proof  that  the 
Company  has  not  been  overcharged  for  the  cloth,  notwithstanding  the  Alterations  in 
the  Books  :  This  account  M''.  Croke  in  his  objections  to  M''.  Burton's  answer  denies 
to  have  been  reduced  or  shewn  to  himself  or  the  rest  of  the  CouLcil,  which  certainly 
ought  not  to  have  been  omitted,  for,  as  we  take  it,  the  principal  part  of  your 
Enquiry  wiU  be  as  to  the  truth  of  this  account,  That  is,  If  the  several  prices  at 
which  the  cloth  is  charged  in  the  account  be  right  &  just,  we  must  then  acquit 
M^  Burton  of  doing  any  Injury  to  the  Company  by  the  Alterations  in  the  Books, 
but  that  which  gives  great  suspicion  that  the  Account  is  fictitious  &  calculated  only 
to  conceal  the  Fraud  &  evade  the  charge  is,  that  the  prices  affixed  to  several  parcels 
of  the  cloth  are  much  higher  than  what  M'".  Burton  &  the  Council  wrote  us  was  the 
cost  at  that  time  &  as  those  Letters  invalidate  the  account  sent  by  M''.  Burton  so 
they  confirm  the  truth  of  the  prices  as  charged  by  the  Merchants  in  their  Accounts  ; 
in  which  account  of  the  Merchants  we  must  remark  to  you  that  they  give  them- 
selves credit  for  Pag".  51397.  28.  64  which  they  said  M''.  Burton  promised  to  pay  in 
as  part  of  their  Ballance  due  to  the  Company,  whereas  it  appears  by  the  Books  that 
he  paid  in  but  Pag^  33U7  from  whence  it  is  inferred  that,  in  order  to  make  the 
ballance  of  their  account  in  the  Books  agree  with  the  ballance  which  tbe  Merchants 
confess  to  be  due  from  them,  M''.  Burton  charged  the  cloth  at  so  mucli  more  than 
what  the  Merchants  did  or  knew  of  as  amounted  to  the  difference  being  Pago- 
das 2090.  28.  64,  but  for  a  f  uUer  Explanation  thereof  we  referr  to  the  copy  of  the 
Extract  of  our  Consultation  of  the  IS"'.  Instant. 

W.  Croke  in  his  Objections  to  M''.  Burton's  Answer  referrs  to  a  General  Letter 
of  the  2^^.  September  1741.  We  have  no  Copy  of  that  Letter  &  being  ia  some  doubt 
whether  it  was  ever  transmitted  to  IJs  we  would  have  you  send  us  a  Copy  up  as  soon 
as  youcan. 

M''.  Burton  is  also  accused  by  M''.  Croke  of  converting  the  Company's  Wrappers 
to  his  private  profit,  you  will  enquire  into  this  matter  &  let  us  know  the  state  of  it. 

After  M"'.  Monson's  commission  is  read  M"*.  Burton  must  deliver  up  to  him  the 
care  of  tlie  G-overment  and  the  Company's  Cash  at  the  same  time  We  direct  that 
M''.  Burton  be  treated  suitably  to  the  station  he  has  been  in.  We  hope  he  will 
avoid  all  indirect  means  to  disturb  or  defeat  the  Course  of  your  enquiry  &,  if  he 
should  attempt  it,  you  must  take  the  proper  means  to  prevent  him. 

It  has  been  hinted  to  us  that  by  reason  of  M^  Burton's  not  meeting  the 
Council  the  business  of  the  Investment  is  at  a  stand  &  particularly  that  the  Mer- 
chants are  in  doubt  how  to  proceed  with  regard  to  some  cloth  brought  in  from  Salem 
as  weU.  as  from  Chemanaickpollam.  As  to  the  last.  They  are  willing  to  receive  back 
such  part  of  it  as  shaU  not  be  thought  fit  for  the  Company ;  but,  as  for  the  Salem  cloth 
they  insist  that  we  are  obliged  by  contract  to  take  in  all  such  as  comes  in  from  thence 
our  own  people  being  there  to  sort  it ;  if  it  be  bad,  the  fault  lyes  in  our  own  people  at 
Salem  &  a  neglect  in  not  looking  well  after  them  or  admonishing  of  them  for  their  care- 
lessness or  worse,  but,  as  to  the  Merchants,  if  we  expect  that  they  should  comply  with 
their  Engagements  to  "(Js  we  must  also  comply  with  our  Agreements  with  them  &  we 
recommend  it  to  you  that  better  care  be  taken  in  future. 

As  there  has  lately  a  great  deal  of  Eain  fallen  we  hope  the  Barr  at  Cuddalore 
will  be  opened  &  such  a  depth  of  water  upon  it  as  will  enable  you  to  get  tbe 
Company's  sloop  Carolina  over  &  in  ease  you  get  her  Safe  &  well  into  the  Sea  send  her 
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down  to  Jaffpapatam  first  calling  at  Negapatam  to  desire  Governour  of  Mossel's- 
reoommendation  of  her  to  the  Grovemour  of  Jaffnapatam  that  she  may  lye  there  till  the 
season  serves  for  her  coming  back.

September  we  received  yours  of  the 
4"".  of  that  month,  the  29*''.  of  last  month  we  received  by  peons  overland  only  a 
Duplicate  thereof  without  any  addition  as  you  promised  in  reply  to  ours  of  the  17*  \ 
August. 

Two  days  past  the   president   received  a  Letter  from  Musseid  Cooly   Cawne 

Rustum  Jung  desiring  that  M".  Stratton  might  have  leave  &  directions  to  receive  into 

his  care  and  possession  some  money  &  other  Effects  belonging  to  the  said  Musseid 

Cooly  Cawn.     M"".  Stratton  knows  very  well  that  we  industriously  avoid  all  Trusts  of 
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this  sort  here  because  that  we  apprehend  it  may  often  be  attended  with  many  Incon- 
venieneies  &  much  trouble  Our  custom  here  is  so  well  known  That  it  is  very  rarely  any 
application  of  this  sort  is  made  to  us  &  the  [  .  .  .  ]  of  the  Great  Men  &  others  in 
the  country  who  chuse  to  secure  their  Effects  in  Town  is  to  take  a  house  here  &  what 
Kffects  they  send  in  is  by  their  own  people  &  remains  under  their  care  and  concern- 
ing which  we  ask  no  Question's  because  we  will  answer  as  few  as  possible.  The 
truth  is  we  should  always  think  ourselves  much  quieter  with  only  our  own  constant 
Inhabitants  within  our  Walls  but  considering  the  various  turns  &  charges  of  Interest 
in  the  Couutvy  we  are  obliged  to  take  the  chance  of  some  Inconvenience  for  fear  of 
disobliging  those  who  may  have  it  in  their  power  either  to  be  of  service  to  us  by 
complying  with  their  request  to  come  into  our  Town  or  to  resent  our  refusal.  It  is 
a  consideration  of  this  sort  which  has  prevailed  with  us  to  tell  Musseid  Cooly  Cawne 
that  it  is  against  our  Eules  to  take  anything  into  our  own  possession  but  that  you 
should  have  liberty  to  receive  into  your  Town  such  of  his  people  as  he  thought  fit  to 
confide  in  with  whom  he  may  leave  what  he  thinks  proper  if  he  is  satisfied  therewith 
you  will  accommodate  his  people  in  the  best  manner  you  can  &  not  fail  also  to  show 
himself  all  the  respect  that  you  can  for  as  there  is  a  probability  of  his  being  Nabob  of 
Bengal  the  Interest  of  our  Masters  requires  That  we  should  do  every  thing  to  oblige 
him  that  lyes  in  our  power. 

The  two  Eupees  which  M''.  Stratton  sent  the  president  as  a  sample  of  some  that 
are  made  &  endeavoured  to  be  passed  off  in  your  parts  have  been  assayed  here  by 
M''.  Foxal  &  are  found  to  be  chiefly  copper  &  to  have  but  Eight  penny  weight  of 
silver  in  a  pound  weight  &  therefore  you  cannot  be  too  carefull  to  prevent  their 
coming  into  your  place. 

We  permit  M'.  Groodere  to  come  up  hither  in  December  for  the  recovery  of  his 
liealth. 

Don't  fail  to  send  us  what  cloth  you  have  on  hand  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
New  Moon  in  December.

We  have  received  your  severals  of  the  5"^.  August  ^  Priaoe  of  "Wales  &  of  tlie 
17*.  by  the  Benjamin  which  last  arrived  here  the  12*''.  September, 

The  16  of  that  month  our  Honble  Masters  ship  Admiral  Vernon  sailed  for 
England  [as  did  the]  Benjamin  the  11*.  October.  The  Tygris,  Houghton,  Grrantham, 
Walpole,  Marlbrough  &  Lynn,  were,  by  our  Advices  from  Bengal,  safe  arrived  there  : 
The  Grantham  was  to  be  dispatched  from  thence  for  the  West  Coast  and  the  Tygris 
was  to  sail  directly  for  England  some  time  in  October. 

The  li**".  September  we  received  advice  that  the  Shaftesbury  Captain  Bookey 
after  a  tedious  passage  from  Madera  had  anchored  in  twelve  fathoms  water  about  five 
Leagues  to  the  Northward  of  PulKaeat  that  she  buried  five  &  [twenty]  men  in  her 
passage  &  above  sixty  of  the  rest  were  [ill  so]  that  they  were  of  no  use  to  the  ship 
we  immediately  sent  her  assistance  from  hence  but  it  was  the  21^*.  September  before 
she  got  in  here.  She  sailed  for  the  Bay  the  12*.  October,  and  by  her  we  sent  all  the 
cotton  received  by  the  Benjamin. 

The  Mercury  that  sailed  the  1".  October  Arried  you  the  Box  of  Tare  [.  .  .] 
that  was  landed  here  from  the  Tygris  and  by  the  Augusta  that  sailed  the  15*.  October 
for  Gombroon  we  sent  all  the  Broad  Cloth  &  perpets  (except  two  bales  of  the  last 
which  were  damaged  &  for  that  reason  have  been  sold  here)  as  it  appear'd  by  Inspec- 
tion of  the  Copy  of  the  Invoice  we  received  from  Anjeugo  the  whole  was  designed 
for  that  market.  The  Customary  freight  from  this  place  as  well  as  from  Bengal  and 
which  the  Armenians  have  paid  also  on  the  same  Ship  is  twelve  Areot  Rupees  a 
Bengal  Maund  at  which  rate  the  Freight  would  have  amounted  to  Pagodas  3426  but 
at  last  we  agreed  with  the  Owners  at  7  %>  Cent  on  the  valuation  in  the  Invoice 
which  amounts  to  two  thousand  three  hundred  &  seventeen  Pagodas  six  fanams 
and  twenty  cash,  2317.  6.  20  ;  The  Iron  by  the  Tygris  we  sent  on  the  Lynn  To 
Bengali  and  if  it  is  not  sold  there  wiU  be  sent  you  from  thence.  That  your  honour 
&c*.  may  see  how  the  whole  stands  on  our  Books  we  send  you  an  Extract  inclosed  by 
which  you  may  regulate  yours. 

M'.  Francis  Eowke  took  his  passage  to  your  side  on  the  Mercury. 

In  answer  to  what  your  Hon''.  &c'.  write  us  relating  to  English  ships  buying 
pepper  on  the  Malabar  Coast,  We  are  very  sincere  [in]  assuring  you  that  none 
of  the  company's  servants  are  more  ready  &  wiUing  than  we  are  to  come  into  any 
measures  which  may  promote  their  Interest,  but,  having  considered  with  Attention 
what  vou  write  us  upon  this  subject,  we  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  prohibiting 
our  ships  only  from  buying  pepper  on  the  Malabar  Coast  neither  will  or  can  have 
the  Effect  you  propose  by  it.  Your  Honour  &c*'.  cannot  but  know  that  the  English 
Country  Trade  lyes  under  many  difficulties  which  that  of  other  European  Nations  is 
not  subject  to  &  sucli  a  prohibition  as  you  mention  [would  be]  only  subjecting  it  to 
another  without  answering  any  good  [.  .  .]  not  to  mention  the  quantity  which  is 
carried  up  by  the  country  people  to  Surat,  Cambay  &  other  ports  to  the  North- 
ward, as  long  as  the  French  &  I'ortuguese  are  busy  in  buying  up  all  they  can  get  at 
the  ports  below  the  forbearance  of  the  English  Ships  would,  as  we  take  it,  have  no 
other  effect  than  leaving  the  Trade  to  other  Nations  without  securing  the  price. 
However,  except  in  the  Instance  your  honour  &c*.  mention,, if  we  are  not  misinformed, 
what  pepper  hus  been  taken  in  this  year  by  the  English  on  the  Malabar  Coast  has 
been  chiefly  if  not  altogether  at  Cochin  where  the  Dutch  ingress  all  that  comes  down 
that  way  &  therefore  we  think  cannot  affect  the  Interest  of  our  Company  how  much 
soever  it  may  that  of  the  Dutch. 

The  "2*  :  of  the  last  month  our  Nabob  Subder  Alley  Cawn  was  assassinated  in  the 
Port  of  Vellour  by  the  Treachery  of  Moortas  Alley  Cawn  the  KiUedar  of  that  Fort 
who  was  also   his  Uncle's  son  &   Brother  in  Law  having  married  the  Nabob's  sister 
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this  accident  happens  the  more  unlucky  [because  of  the]  almost  three  years  troubles 
first  from  the  Irruption  of  the  Morattas  and  afterwards  from  the  uncertainty  whether 
Subder  Alley  Cawn  would  be  confirmed  in  the  Government  of  the  province  we  looked 
upon  it  That  the  Tiir.e  was  come  when  we  were  to  have  enjoyed  a  series  of  peace  & 
Tranquillity,  for  the  late  Nabob  had  perfected  such  agreements  with  the  Morattas  that 
as  long  as  he  performed  his  part  in  all  probability  he  would  no  more  have  been 
molested  by  them  and  if  he  had  lived  two  days  longer  he  would  have  received  bis 
sunnod  from  Nazam  AUMulk  for  confirming  him  in  the  Government  of  the  province 
the  price  of  which  it  is  said  was  fixed  at  seventy  lakhs,  great  part  of  which  sum  had 
been  remitted,  If  this  accident  had  not  happened  the  respect  &  civilities  we  have 
shewn  to  him  &  his  Family  would  have  been  a  Circumstance  much  in  our  favour,  but 
now  we  know  not  [what]  Turn  affairs  may  take  ;  It  was  perhaps  lucky  for  [the] 
late  Nabob's  son,  who  is  about  five  years  old,  that  he  was,  upon  his  Father's  death, 
in  our  Town  with  our  Mother  &  Grandmother,  though,  with  regard  to  ourselves,  we 
should  have  thought  ourselves  less  concerned  in  the  Event  if  they  had  been  elsewhere  ; 
The  Family  flatter  themselves  that  Nazam  AU  Mulk  will  give  the  province  to  this 
young  spark  and  appoint  a  nabib  for  the  Government  of  it :  as  yet  we  have  no 
advices  from  Nizam  All  Mulk  and  at  present  Moortas  Alley  Cawn,  who  came  from 
Yellour  to  Arcot  about  three  weeks  since,  has  taken  upon  himself  the  Government  of 
the  country  and  his  orders  seem  to  be  General  submitted  to :  he  carries  it  as  yet  fair 
to  us  and  his  Duan  &  Buxee  were  our  very  good  Friends  &  hitherto  continue  to 
behave  as  such,  but  whether  any  reasons  of  state  may  occasion  any  Alteration  we 
cannot  as  yet  judge.

We  have  received  yours  of  the  5"".  &  6"".  lastant  with  the  several  paper* 
inclosed.  In  ours  of  the  29*''.  October  we  sent  yoa  a  copy  of  tha  Papers  mentioned 
in  the  Letter  of  the  20"" :  September  which  M^  Burton  said  contained  the  Account  of 
the  cloth  brought  in  by  the  Merchants  in  his  time  &  to  which  he  referred  Us  a  proof 
That  the  Company  had  not  been  overcharged  for  it  notwithstandiug  the  Alterations 
in  the  Books  It  is  what,  he  says,  had  been  kept  by  him  since  [his  arrival]  in 
the  same  manner  as  it  had  been  kept  by  M''.  [Hubbard]  without  any  material 
Difference  [that  he  knew]  of  ;  [  .  .  .  ]  in  our  said  Letter  of  the  29"".  October 
that  [  •  •  •  ]  part  of  your  Enquiry  would  be  as  to  the[  •  •  •  ]  therefore 
we  think  you  should  also  [     •     •     ■     ]  M'.  Burton  as  follows  : 

Why  in  the  said  account  he  has  charged  the  Cloth  in  September  at  4:6|,  49, 
4:9f ,  50  &  51  Pag',  the  Corge,  when  the  19*  :  of  the  same  month  he  wrote  us  it[was] 
but  42i  Pag^  ^  Corge,  and 

Why  in  the  month  of  October  he  charged  some  of  the  cloth  at  51  &  the  rest 
at  52  Pag' :  3^  Corge.  We  never  [  •  •  •  ]  before  the  11"".  October  1741  when 
lie  told  us  that  by  [  .  .  .  ]  of  the  Pall  of  the  AUumparra  Pagodas  it  would  amount 
that  month  to  44  Pag^  but  in  the  General  Letter  of  the  22".  of  the  same  month  he 
tells  us  that  what  the  Merchants  had  brought  in  at  that  rate  was  such  vile  stuff  & 
not  above  8  cauls  that  they  had  turned  every  piece  of  it  out.  It  does  not  appear 
[by  that  account]  that  any  Cloth  was  brought  in  in  November,  but  in  December  he 
charges  it  at  52^. 

We  have  before  said  W..  Burton  wrote  [  •  •  •  ]  account  he  sent  us  had 
been  kept  by  himself  and  [  •  ■  •  ]  wherein  it  differs  from  what  he  has  given 
under  his  own  hand  in  the  Letters  abovementioned.  The  prices  in  the  Merchants 
Accounts  correspond  with  the  prices  in  the  Letters  &  M'.  Burton  must  give  hie 
reasons  Why  his  Account  differs  from  both. 

We  would  further  have  you  ask  him  If  he  did  not  in  the  month  of  January  last 
buy  sundry  Goods  of  the  Merchants  to  the  Amount  of  Pagodas  5397.  28.  64  &  how 
he  paid  for  the  same.  If  he  did  not  promise  them  to  pay  the  said  sum  in  the 
Company's  Cash  in  part  of  their  Ballance,  but  of  which  he  paid  in  no  moie  than 
;-5307  &  therefore  how  he  made  good  the  remainder  being  2090.    28.    64. 

It  is  possible  he  may  give  you  evasive  Answer  but  as  you  will  doubtless  remark 
where  in  they  are  defective  &  insufficient  you  will  point  the  same  out  to  him  [&] 
insist  upon  [a  fuller]  Explanation  &  more  direct  A.nswers. 

M''.  Burton  was  in  chief  Trust  at  Port  S'.  David  [  .  .  .  ]  to  do  the  best 
for  the  Company  we  see  no  reason  [  •  .  .  jiug  off  the  best  half  of  the  Torn 
Long  Cloth  &  putting  [  •  ■  •  ]  Godown  again  as  Salampores  he  should  make 
up  [  .  .  .  ]  them  of  Pag'.

Our  last  was  the  2'*.  Instant,  duplicate  of  which  is  inclosed,  we  have  not  since 
received  any  from  You  though  we  might  have  expected  it  in  answer  to  ours  of  the 
17*.  August  which  you  have  had  so  long  by  you  neither  indeed  have  we  as  yet 
received  any  particular  reply  to  a  material  part  of  our  Letter  of  the  lO"".  February 
last,  such  a  neglect  of  our  Orders  is  what  we  are  not  used  to  and  if  you  do  not  alter 
Your  conduct  upon  this  Admonition  we  shall  find  ourselves  under  a  Necessity  of 
taking  other  Measures. 

It  has  been  a  standing  order  for  the  good  Government  of  your  place  That  no 
Imprisonments  or  other  severities  should  be  used  to  any  of  the  Inhabitants  but  with 
consent  of  the  Board  of  which  also  you  were  to  advise  ns  we  have  more  reasons 
than  one  to  beleive  th[at  it]  has  not  been  observed,  at  present  we  shall  only 
instance  the  case  of  Mallim  Pullah,  servant  to  the  late  M''.  Simpson,  concerning  the 
treatment  of  whom  we  send  you  inclosed  copy  of  a  petition  delivered  us  by  the 
Widow  and  Executrix  of  the  said  M''.  Simpson  upon  which  we  have  thought  fit  to 
order  That  the  said  Mallim  Pullah  be  immediately  upon  the  receipt  hereof  discharged 
from  his  Imprisonment  for  any  matter  or  thing  relating  to  the  Estate  of  his  Master 
and  further  That  you  do  give  him  all  proper  and  reasonable  assistance  towards 
recovering  the  debts  due  to  his  Master's  Estate. 

Depriving  persons  of  their  Liberty  is  reckoned  so  great  a  grievance  that  we 
cannot  discourage  the  practice  too  much  and  our  Laws  are  so  tender  in  this  respect 
That  Bail  is  always  admitted  except  in  Capital  Cases:  If  PuUah  had  been  guilty 
of  any  thing  of  that  sort  surely  we  ought  to  have  been  [informed  of]  it  and  we  think 
he  could  not  have  wanted  a  reasonable  [     •     •     •     ]  other  matter. 

We  lay  it  down  now  as  a  further  Rule  for  the  Government  of  your  place  and 
will  not  fail  to  resent  a  Breack  of  it  That  whensoever  the  Chief  shall  confine  any 
person  he  do  give  an  Account  thereof  at  the  next  Consultation  and  that  such  consul- 
tation shall  be  called  within  three  days  and  there  lay  before  the  Council  the  reason 
of  such  confinement  whether  to  the  Choultry,  the  Cookhouse  the  person's  private 
house  or  elsewhere  If  the  majority  of  the  Council  approve  of  the  confinement,  it  is 
well,  if  not  That  such  person  be  discharged.

As  to  the  Trick  put  upon  Andiapah  after  his  Gomastah  had  signed  the  receipt 
for  three  thousand  Pagodas  supposing  the  case  to  be  as  you  relate  it  and  as  is  set 
forth  in  his  &  TrecompiUa's  declarations  we  thiak  the  Company  ought  in  Equity  as 
well  as  Interest  to  indemnify  &  bear  him  harmless  in  case  of  any  Loss,  but  having 
considered  the  Tenour  of  the  Note  which  M"".  Burton  gave  him  &  how  far  an  assign- 
ment of  it  to  the  Company  may  be  interpreted  hereafter  as  an  acceptance  of  the  sec- 
urity &  allowance  of  it's  being  good,  we  think  it  better  for  the  present  that  the  Note 
should  be  &  remain  with  Andiapah  but  as  we  think  &  beleive  no  Court  of  Equity 
would  admit  this  Security  mentioned  [in]  the  Note  to  be  real  &  substantial 
we  would  have  you  send  a  Committee  of  two  of  your  Council  to  M"".  Burton  with

That  on  their  arrival  at  the  West  Coast  they  shall  have  a  Piece  of  Ground 
allotted  them  and  a  Paggar  to  be  built  at  the  Company's  Charge. 

That  their  Pamilys   shall   be  transported  with  them  at  the  charge  of  the 
Company. 

That  they  shall  be  obliged  to  serve  the  Company  Five  years  on  that  coast  to 
commence  from  the  Time  of  their  arrival.

Par.  1  Our  last  was  by  the  Sumatra  under  the  ^^^.  October  Duplicate  of  which 
&  her  invoice  with  Second  Bill  of  Lading  are  in  this  Packet  She  sailed  with  the  sloop 
Mary  the  11'''.  of  that  month.  Since  when  we  have  receiv'd  no  advices  concerning 
her  and  expect,  as  the  season  is  so  far  advanc'd,  to  hear  of  her  first  from  the  Bay. 

2.  The  Princess  Augusta  in  her  return  from  Fort  Marlb'rough,  not  being  able  to 
reach  this  Coast  in  due  season,  proceeded  for  the  Bay,  by  which  means  we  did  not 
receive  your  advices  by  her  of  the  4'^.  Sepf.  1742  till  the  ll'''.  January;  these  are 
the  last  we  have  from  you  and  we  shall  here  reply  thereto  what  we  think  at  present 
"full. 


3.  "We  have  received  by  this  year's  shipping  from  England  a  copy  of  our 
Honble  Masters  Commands  to  your  place  of  the  7"".  January  last  by  the  Royal 
Guardian,  the  Original  of  which  we  hope  arrived  you  in  due  time  and  therefore  think 
it  needless  to  recapitulate  what  you  will  therein  find  offer'd  to  your  consideration 
and  regard. 

[First]  Concerning  Shipping. 

4.  The  Princess  Augusta  arrived  here  from  the  Bay  the  [  •  .  .  ]  after 
having  the  damage  she  received  in  her  Voyage  [from]  Fort  Marlbrough,  repaired, 
"We  at  that  time  purposed  to  [have  sent]  her  to  you  in  May,  but  on  her  being 
reported  to  us  to  have  received  fresh  damage  by  the  pilot's  running  her  aground  in 
coming  out  of  the  River  &  that  she  was  not  in  a  safe  condition  to  proceed  to  your 
Coast,  we  were  obliged  to  return  her  to  the  Bay  to  be  again  repaired.  She  arrived 
from  thence  the  1^'.  Instant  and  as  we  have  another  Vessel  ready  to  send  you,  we  are 
sending  her  again  to  the  Bay  for  a  Supply  of  stores  and  purpose  to  dispatch  her  to 
you  on  her  return. 

5.-  After  the  receipt  of  your  abovementioned  Letter  we  desired  the  Gentlemen 
at  Bombay  to  get  built  such  a  Brigantine  as  you  represent  would  be  serviceable  on 
your  Coast,  They  have  accordingly  complied  with  our  request  and  sent  us  one  of 
about  one  hundred,  100,  Tons,  calling  her  the  Brillant,  under  which  name  she  brings 
you  this  :  As  she  has  but  one  deck  we  have  thought  proper  for  the  greater  security 
of  the  Goods  she  now  carries  over  to  put  on  board  her  Ten  Tarpaulins,  which  you  will 
find  charged  in  the  Invoice  by  her.     Inclosed  in  [sic']  an  account  of  the  Brillant's  cost. 

6.  We  shall  endeavour  to  send  you  by  the  Princess  Augusta  some  proper 
persons  &  Lascars  for  the  service  of  your  sloops  &  Boats,  but  we  cannot  promise  it 
as  certain,  as  we  are  sensible  of  the  difficulty  there  is  to  prevail  with  such  people  to 
go  over  in  order  to  reside  on  your  Coast  for  a  Time.  Perhaps  by  giving  them  some 
extraordinary  encouragement  &  Liberty  to  take  their  Families  with  them  th[ey  m]ay 
be  persuaded.

7.  [By  this]  vessel  you  have  five  hundred  Bags  of  Patcharee  Rice  and  we  shall 
send  you  the  same  Quantity  by  every  ship,  as  you  desire,  till  you  let  us  know  it  will 
not  be  wanted. 

8.  Inclosed  are  Invoice  &  Bill  of  Lading  for  what  we  now  send  you  -,  by  the 
latter  you  will  observe  we  return  you  the  Chest  of  Fire  arms  for  the  Sultan  of 
Benjar,  which  have  been  refitted  in  Bengal,  and  by  the  former  the  charges  on  them.

9.  We  are  concern'd  to  read  under  these  heads  that  the  Country  has  not 
produced,  by  so  much  as  One  hundred  Tons,  the  Quantity  of  pepper  you  expected, 
particularly  in  the  Districts  of  Bental,  Tryamong  and  Ippue  under  the  Sultan  of 
Anaeksoongey,  Owing,  as  you  say,  to  the  great  scarcity  of  Rice  and  provisions  and 
the  Alarms  from  Siddee  Ibrahim.  AVe  hope  to  hear  that  this  season  has  been  more 
favourable  and  that  the  plantations  are  not  like  to  suffer  from  any  designs  of  that 
wicked  Pellow.  You  will  not  fail  to  call  upon  the  Sultan  and  Resident  to  exert 
themselves  in  restoring  any  Plantations  that  may  have  gone  to  decay  &  promoting 
the  Increase  of  the  Grrowth  of  pepper  as  you  mu.st  be  sensible  of  what  consequence  it 
is  to  the  Interest  of  our  Honble  Masters. 

10.  The  same  proposal  as  was  made  to  you  from  Pafdang]  for  entering  into  an 
agreement  for  mutually  [givi]ng  up  deserters  has  been  made  to  Us  more  than  [once 
by]  the  Governour  &  Council  of  JSFegapatam  and  many  [Letters]  have  passed  between 
Us  on  the  subject.  We  thought  it  [proper  on]  our  parts  to  insist  on  the  condition  of 
an  unlimited  and  entire  pardon,  which  they  at  length  confess'd  they  could  not 
grant,  and  we  see  no  reason  for  your  entering  into  Such  an  agreement  on  any 
other  terms. 

PiFTHLY  Fortifications,  Buildings  Repairs  and  Revenues. 

11.  We  are  sorry  to  observe  the  slow  progress  you  are  like  to  make  in  your 
buildings  through  the  loss  of  the  Dutch  Bricklayers  &  for  want  of  others  in  their 
stead,  nor  is  it  in  our  power  to  supply  you  with  any  from  hence ;  the  Coffrey  Boys 
you  sent  hither  on  the  Princess  Augusta  are  training  up  to  that  business. 

12.  The  Defects  you  represent  in  your  Fortifications  with  regard  to  an  European 
Enemy  are  only  to  be  remedied  by  our  Honble  Masters  Orders  and  we  are  ourselves 
much  in  want  of  some  person  well  read  in  those  matters,  The  One  who  was  coming 
hither,  said  to  be  so  qualified,  being  dead  in  Bengal. 

Sixthly,  Eactors,  Writers,  Officers  and  their  Accounts. 
IB.  M''.    Henry   Campion  being,  through  the  Instances  of  the  President  & 
Council  of  Port  William,  released  from  Connaea,  where  he  was  seized  by  the  country 
people  &  detained  some  time,  carried  with  hira  to  Calcutta  a  distemper  he  got  thei'e 
[which]  put  an  end  to  his  Life  the  2'*,  March  last. 

14.  We  [hope]  our  Honble  Masters  will  approve  the  Encourage[ment  you] 
have  given  M"".  Charles  Smith  &  hope  such  an  Example  [will]  excite  an  Emulation  in 
him  &  their  other  servants  to  [merit]  such  marks  of  their  Favour. 

15.  It  appearing  by  your  Consultations  &  cash  Account  that  M"".  Charles 
Barbut  had  paid  in  228  $  the  29  July  for  Legacies  to  three  Orphans  at  this  place 
and  M"^.  Morse  tendering  us  your  certificate  thereof  of  the  date  we  paid  him 
Pag^  152  the  amount  of  that  sum,  though  omitted  to  be  advised  of  in  your  Letter. 

16.  It  is  our  constant  practice  here  in  minuting  our  Letters  Received  &  sent  on 
our  Consultations  to  do  it  by  ISTumbers  as  well  as  by  an  abstract  of  the  substance 
and  to  enter  them  by  those  numbers  in  our  books  ;  a  method  that  renders  the  neces- 
sary referrenees  in  General  advices  so  much  easier  that  we  recommend  it  to  your 
future  observation  as  well  as  numbering  the  Paragraphs  of  your  Letters  for  the 
same  reason. 

17.  Cap*.  Goring  having  applied  to  Us  for  some  consideration  for  his  extra- 
ordinary Expence  in  providing  for  M"".  Sterling  to  &  from  Batavia  &  M''.  Campion 
from  your  place  to  Bengal,  we  have  paid  him  thirty  30  Pagodas  on  account  of  the 
former,  &  Iwenty,  20,  for  the  latter.  We  have  also  paid  him  One  hundred  ninety 
eight,  198,  Pag^  for  dieting  the  soldiers  &  Coffrees  he  carried  to  &  brought  from 
the  Westcoast  his  last  trip. 

18.  Here  being  in  the  place  some  time  since  a  person  who  had  been  bred  to  the 
practice  of  physiek,  we  entertained  him  for  an  Assistant  to  your  Surgeon  at  ten,  10, 
Dollars  '^  month,  but  he  has  lately  withdrawn  himself. 
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19.  On  the  Heathcote  our  Honble  Masters  sent  oat  [Mr.  Hyde]  Parker  as  an 
Ensign  for  your  place,  but  with  [permissiou  to]  stay  here  at  his  choice  if  a  Yacancy 
should  hap[pen  ;  he]  has  accordingly  chose  to  accept  of  an  Ensign's  Com[mission  at] 
Eort  S\  David.
